DRIFT OF SENTIMENT 
FOR SENATOR IN 1904 


@ederal Office Holders Are Notable 
by Their Absence from the 
Convention—Outline of the 
Platform—Hanna and 
Cox in Conference. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 27,—The feature 
of the republican state convention here to- 
day was the unanimity of sentiment in 
favor of Senator Hanna. He has been 
the center of interest since his arrival 
from Washington last Sunday. The con- 
‘ferences of leaders with him continued 
today, but when it came to the meeting 
of the delegates by the congressional dis- 
tricts the sentiment for him was demon- 
strated in an unprecederted degree. His 
friends had claimed eiylteen out of the 
twenty-one districts and more than real- 
Ized their expectations. Interest centered 
In the selection of state committeemen, as 
the new state central committeesselected 
today, will have control next year, when 
members of the legislature are elected, 
who will choose the successor to Hanna 
fn the senate. It is claimed tonight that 
there was only one anti-Hanna man 8e- 
lected on the new stat> committee, and 
that he “has been reconciled’ The drift 
of sentiment in all the }»reliminary meet- 
ings was most enthusiastic for the sena- 
tor, and in the convention the delegates 
would not rest till he got up and showed 
himeelf, although he insisted that he 
would not discuss the issues in advance 
of the keynote speech of General Grosve- 
nor, who is to be the permanent chair- 
man. 

The convention was in session but an 
hour and transacted only routine bus!- 
ness. The committee on resolutions prac- 
tically completed the platform tonight. 

Much Talk of Hanna. 

There is much ta@K in the open field for 
Hanna for president two years hence, 4s 
svell as for reelection as senator by tha 
legislature that is to be chosen next year. 

There is no opposition expressed to 
President Roosevelt. Those who are talk- 
ing about the delegation to the next na- 
tional convention aay they do not want 
an anti-Roosevelt uciegation, but one that 
would not be anti-Hanna in the event of 
President Roosevelt not being nominated. 

There probably never was a state con- 
vention of the dominant party held in 
Ohio at which federal officeholders were 
as scarce as here. 

Tt is understood that Senator Hanna 
will be tendered an ovation and called 
upon for a speech in tive convention. 

The preliminary meetings consisted of 
conferences during the forenoon and 
meetings by congressional. districts at 2 
p. m., at which members of the commit- 
tees and assistant officers of the conven- 
tion were selected prior to the convening 
of the cofivention at 4 p. m. A feature 
of the day was a reception by the ladies 
of Cleveland to the visiting ladies with 
Mrs. M. A. Hanna heading one receiv- 
sng line, while Mrs. T. L. Johnson, wife 
of the mayor, and other prominent ladies 
headed additional lines. 

Hanna and Cox Confer. 

One of the most important conferences 
was held by Senator Hanna and George 
RB. Cox, of Cincinnati, and it continued so 
long this morning that quite a crowd was 
kept In waiting outside of Senator Han- 
na's office. The senator left his quarters 
in the Hollenden for the seclusion of his 
business office. It is evident that the 
leaders who had announced that they 
would take a hand in the nominations 
for minor state officers were compelled 
to take part today in the contest for 
food and dairy commissioner and it is 
thought that they will oppose Deputy E. 
W. Herbst, .who was considered in the 
Jead to succeed Commissioner Joseph 
Blackburn. Since the reports have been 
circulated today about the fight against 
Herbst as a Blackburn man, there were 
great efforts to carry the alleged “‘slata- 
breaking’ further on and the field is con- 
centrating agairst Crew for supreme 
judge and against Kirtley for member of 
the board of public works. 

There is no change in the constructive 
werk of the pletfcrm makers. The 4es- 
olutions that General Dick brought 
with him from Washington have been 
submitted to various conferences during 
the past three days. As this ig the first 
republican convention in the martyred 
president's’ state since the tragedy at 
Buffalo Iast September, there wil) be a 
tribute resolution, followed by an expres- 
sion of confiderce in President Roose- 
velt, and an indorsement of the republi- 
cans In congress. The addresses of Goyv- 
ernor Nash as temporary chairman and 
of General Grosvenor as _ permanent 
chairman also pay tribute to McKinley. 

Fight for Control. 

TMe workers today were especially in- 
terested in the contests for members of 
the state central committee that holds 
over until after the next state convention 
and control the Ymachinery at the time 
when Senator Hanna will stand for re- 
election. The control of the crganization 
ig also wanted by those who are in an- 
ticipation of the next republican national 
cenvention. 

The only contest in the committee on 
resolutions was cn the Cuban reciprocity 
resolution which, as adopted, is an in- 
dorsement of the policy of President 
Roosevelt, and of the Ohio republican 
congressmen, with the exception of Gen- 
eral Dick. In this ccntest Senator Han- 
na has nct cooperated with Congressman 
Dick. The platform drafted by Dick was 
adopted with this single exception, and 
as modified it will evidently be adopted by 
the convention. 

The ermory, which has 8,000 chairs, was 
well filled when Hen.

ONE IS KILLED, 
HUNDRED HURT 


By the Crash of a Sidewalk 
Crowded With People 
Watching Frenchmen. 


SEVERAL OF THE INJURED 
NOT LIKELY TO RECOVER 


Accident Occurs in New York While 
Parade in Honor of the Rocham- 
beau Mission Is Passing. 
Many of Victims Rescued 
by the Soldiers. 
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New York, May 27.—Elvin L. Coolidge, 
circulation manager of The New “York 
Commercial, was almost instantly killed 
and about one hundred others injured 
this evening by the breaking down of a 
temporary sidewalk at Fifth avenue and 
Eighteenth street. Some of those in- 
jured will die. 

Killed and Injured. 

Considering the nature of the accident 
and the number of persons in it, the 
hospital surgeons express surprise at 
the few who received serious’. hurts. 
Many were able to go directly home af- 
ter having their injuries treated by the 
ambulance surgeons, Those taken to 
the hospitals and who sustained the 
worst injuries are: 

ESSIG, GEORGE, 
wound and shock. 

KELLY, JAMBS detective, ser- 
geant, attached to Inspector Thompson's 
staff, scalp wound and shock and possi- 
bly internal injury. 

McMANUS, M. J., patrolman, 
ribs broken and contusions. 

WERNER, CHARLDS, contusions of 
body and internal injuries. 

COOLIDGE, E. L., who was killed, re- 
ceived @ fracture of the skull. He was 
born at Natick, Mass., and was educat- 
ed at the Westford academy, Westford, 
Mass. He leaves a widow and four chil- 
dren. : 

Those who fell were part of the crowd 
gathered to watch the parade of militia 
in honor of the visit of the French 
Rochambeau commission to this city. 

Two hundred persons were on the side- 
walk when it gave way. They were pre- 
cipitated 20 feet into an excavation for 
a new building, and fell on piles of 
building material. 

Soldiers Rescue Injured. 

The accident occurred just as the head 
of the parade had passed the corner. 
The French visitors had gone past, and 
knew nothing of the accident until some 
time later. 

Troop C had just gone by and the 
Twenty-second regiment was passing 
when the crash came. The’ officers in 
command at once gave the order to 
break ranks, and fifty militiamen Were 
detailed to the work of rescue. Hurry 
calls were sent for police reserves and 
ambulances, and in a very short time 
those who fell were assisted out of the 
excavation and the work of binding up 
wounds and conveying those most in- 
jured to hospitals was in full swing. 

The authorities are busy endeavoring 
to discover who was to blame for the 
accident. Coroner Scholer says the side- 
walk had not been built of material 
strong enough to stand such a great 
weight as was on it this evening. 

He said the real cause of the accident 
was the giving way of an upright tim- 
ber, 4 by 12 in dimensions, that extend- 
ed from the bottom of the excavation to 
the cross beams on which the sidewalk 
rested. About 10 feet of this timber, he 
said, was rotten, and very weak. 

Early in the afternoon the police offi- 
clals became suspicious of the strength 
of the sidewalk and a detail for hours 
kept the orowd from collecting on it 
But as the time for the parade came 
the crowd became unmanageable and tin 
spite of force on the part of the police 
to keep the crowd from the forbidden 
sidewalk, it stayed there until the break- 
ing of the support landed them in the ex- 
cavation.

Governor Nash Speaks. 


Governor Nash spoke at length of the 
action of the state legislature in regard 
to taxation and corporations and urged 
that corporations should not be looked 
on ag the enemies of the people, saying 
that they should be fostered and encour- 
aged, as they developed the state’s min- 
ing resources, erected the great manu- 
factories, constructed the railroads and 
transacted the business connected with 
the trade and commerce until the state 
had become very great and very pros- 
perous. Referring to national affairs, 
he said, in part: 

“TY congratulate you that the national 
republicanpar ty controls the destinies of 
this great republic. In the dark and 
gloomy days of 1896 it made promises full 
of brilliant hope for the nation. The 
people trusted and we have entered upon 
a career unparalleled in the history of 
the worki. I congratulate you that in the 
rerson of Theodore Roosevelt we have 
a president from whose lips fell the sol- 
emn pledge to pursue, without variation, 
and untarnished, the great and beneficial 
policies of Willlam McKinley. One week 
ago today the flag of free Cuba, a new 
republic, was unfurled, floating over an 
independent nation. I congratulate you 
that thus has been redeemed a republi- 
can pledge, given by a powerfu! nation 
to a weak and nearly exhausted people. 
I congratulate you that our flag sstill 
waves in the Philippine islands. There it 
will remain, a signal of hope and law and 
order for their people. Our enemies may 
hurl their calumnies upon our soldiers 
and sailors, and their anathemas upon 
honored representatives of our govern- 
ment, but they cannot dim the glory of 
our flag. not retard the d&y when the 
blessings of our free fnstitutions will 
be enjoyed by that epople.” 

The twenty-one congressional districts 
were called at the conclusion of Governor 
Nash's speech and the selections made at 
the district meetings were announced for 
members of the new state committee, vice 
presidents and assistant secretaries of the 
convention, and the usual committees.

Grand Master J. L. Bass 
wil] deliver the response to the speeches 
of welcome. 

With the conclusion of the exercises at 
the Grand the grand lodge will gu into 
secret session.

Members of the Rochambeau 
Commission Are Given 
a Warm Reception. 


BY CHEERS OF THOUSANDS 
FRENCHMEN ARE GREETED 


-Mayor Low Formally Welcomes the 
Visitors at the City Hall, and 
Ambassador Cambon Replies. 
Thousands Take Part 
in the Parade. 


New York, May 27.—Count de Rocham- 
beau and the others of the party of 
French delegates, after passing most of 
the day in journeying to West Point and 
reviewing the cadets there, arrived in this 
city shortly before 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. They came down the Hudson on 
the United States dispatch boat Dolphin. 
As the Dolphin steamed up to the bat- 
tery she was welcomed by salutes. 

Mayor Low’s secretary, with Major 
Greer. of Genéral Roe’s staff, and Alder- 
man Wulett, chairman of the aldermanic 
reception committee, were waiting at the 
barge office. ‘Lined up on the dock were 
a hundred blue jackets from the Gaulois 
with their band and about double that 
number of United tSates sailors from 
the Kearsarge and Alabama. All carried 
rifles and bayonets. 

A large crowd stood in a pouring rain 
and witnessed the debarkation, cheering 
the visitors as they proceeded to car- 
riages and escorted by the military and a 
platoon of mounted police, were driven to 
the city hall. From the side on Broad- 
way, the party was welcomed with the 
cheers and acclamations of thousands, 
while the big buildings which line the 
thoroughfare furnished a share of the 
applause from hundreds stationed at the 


windows. 
Low Welcomes Frenchmen. 

Arriving at the city hall the French- 
men were formally welcomed to the city 
by Mayor Low and President Fornes, of 
the board cf aldermen. Mayor Low point- 
ed out to the visitors the writing table 
that Washimgton used when he was first 
president of United tSates. Mayor Low 
and President Fornes, of the board of 
aldermen, made brief addresses of wel- 
come, Mayor Low sayirg: 

“Mr. Ambassador and gentlemen of the 
Rochanibeau mission who so worthily rep- 
resent the republic of France: The mayor 
of the city of New York carries on his 
official business in the presence of the 
portrait of Lafayette, who represents to 
us Americans the generous ardor of the 
French people for the ideals of political 
liberty. The representatives of New 
York are glad to have the opportunity to- 
day in greeting your distinguished dele- 
gation, to acknowledge the services to 
this city of the French nation through 
the cooperation of the regular army and 
navy with the forces of the American 
colonies.”’ : 

Mayor Low reviewed what France had 
dene for the United States durinz the 
revolution and then formally welcomed 
the visitors to New York. 

Cambon Replies. 

Ambassador Cambon replied with 
thanks for the reception given the French 
mission. He continued: 

“We would be very glad if we could 
live always with you in America. We 
are very glad to have the honor to know 
you, and the other distinguished persons 
whom we have met herein America. You 
know the .m@re we are in America the 
better we like it. (Applause.) 

“T am sure that my countrymen, when 
they get back to France, will say to 
their countrymen in France that the 
Americans are the finest people they 
know of. This ceremony of unveiling the 
statue of Rochambeau is a remembrance 
of the two nations and of the friendship 
which always existed between Washing- 
ton, Lafayette and Rochambeau =,and 
these ceremonies also act as a remem- 
brance to the sons of France and Amer- 
ica that the sons of Rochambéau and 
Washingion, the citizens of the United 
States and France, are as Rochambeau 
and Washington were, the finest and best 
friends in everything, in every way and 
for all time.”’ 

Carriages were then taken to the re- 
viewing stand on the Fifth avenue side 
of Madison Square park, where the party 
witnessed the parade of the New York 
National Guard and the American and 
French sailors from the war ships. An 
immense ‘throng gathered in the park. 

After Count Rochambeau, Vice Admiral 
Fournier, Generals Brugere and De 
Chandelar and Ambassador Cambon had 
taken positions on each side of Mayor 
Low the parade began. It was an hour 
and a half in passing the stand and 8,50) 
men took part in it. 


Frenchmen Inspect Cadets. 

West Point, N. Y., May 27.—Count de 
Rochambeau and party arrived over the 
West Shore road at 9 a. m. They were 
met by the academy board and headed 
by a detachment of cavalry, were driven 
in a pouring rain to the academy, pass- 
ing the cadets standing at “present 
arms.’’ The party, headed by the count, 
inspected the entire six companies in 
the pouring rain. The cadets then passed 
in review before the visitors. 

Before leaving for New York the count 
addressed the cadets, congratulating them 
on their fine appearance and soldierly 
bearing.

MEAT FAMINE 
FACES CHICAGO 


Beef Supply from Stockyards 
Almost Entirely Cut Off 
by Striking Teamsters. 


BIG PACKERS HAVE FAILED 
TO SMUGGLE OUT SUPPLIES 


Unless Concessions Are Granted to 
the Strikers the People of City 
Will Have To Do With- 
out Meat—Situation 
Alarming. 


Chicago, May 27.—Chicago’s beef sup- 
ply from the stock yards has been al- 
most entirely cut off, and unless the con- 
cessions demanded by the striking 
teamsters are granted within the next 
day or two the city will be face to face 
with a meat famine. The situation is 


growing more alarming with the pass- 
ing of each day. 

Not only have the big packers failed 
In every attempt to smuggle meat out of 
the yards, but the wholesale and retail 
butchers, who usually drive their own 
wagons into the yards and take out loads 
of provisions, have been forbidden to 
do so in future. As a result, there is a 
movement on foot among the 1,200 or 
more butchers of Chicago to close their 
shops for a week or two, or as long as 
maybe necessary to defeat the packers 
in their fight against the teamsters. 

Strike of Miners Discussed. 

Harrisburg, Pa., May 27.—The situation 
in the anthracite coal region was dis- 
cussed at a conference between Gov- 
ernor Stone, Attorney General Elkin 
and Thomas Duffy, T. D. Nichols and 
John Fahey, district presidents of the 
United Mine Workers, today in the gov- 
ernor’s private office at the executive 
department. The mine workers came 
here by invitation of the governor to 
explain the exact situation in the strike 
region, and as to what prospects there 
were of an early adjustment of the 
trouble between the-coal operators and 
the striking miners. 

President Fahey eaid the strikers 
were obeying the law, and that he did 
not apprehend any violence which would 
justify the operators to call on the state 
authorities for the militia: The miners 
urged the governor to pardon Thomas 
Harcur, who ig serving three years in 
the Pottsville jail for rioting at Onefda 
during the anthracite strike in 1900.

FEELS VERY GRATEFUL 
TO THE UNITED STATES 


Asserts That Cubans Are Capable of 
Fulfilling All Obligations—Dis- 
cusses Reciprocity and Says 
That the Republic Must 
Foster Education. 


Havana, May 27.—President Palma’s 
message is published here tonight, and 
will be delivered to the Cuban senate 
tomorrow. The message opens by giving 
thanks to the Almighty for His assist- 
ance in carrying out the work of ob- 
taining Cuban independence, and asks 
divine ald in the establishment of a firm 
and stable government. 

“Never did a people fight with more 
perseverance,’ says the message, “and 
sacrifice more for liberty than have the 
Cubans. No people, therefore, are more 
entitled to see their just efforts crown- 
ed with success. Together with our own 
heroism is the attitude of the great peo- 
ple who were impelled by their own love 
of liberty to put themselves on our side 
in our tenacious fight for the independ- 
ence of the country. Their motive was 
one of generous sentiment, 
disinterested in origin. Impelled by this 
sentiment, the powerful republic of the 
north recognizes, through its illustrious 
president, the republic of Cuba. The 
promise formally made has been carried 
out. In this moment, when we feel our 
right as an independent nation, it is 
impossible to suppress our gratitude to 
the United States. To recognize this 
debt of gratitude to the great nation is 
an act which exalts us and which makes 
uS worthy of the consideration and re- 
spect of the nattns of the wofld, 

“It Is necesSary now to dictate all the 
laws laid down in the constitution. We 
are capable of fulfilling all the obliga- 
tions and compromises which have been 
contracted, and we should prepare the 
budget with the greatest care.”’ 

Diversfied Agriculture. 

President Palma recommends the en- 
couragement of the agricultural indus- 
tries of the Island, the raising of cattle, 
the establishment of agricultural sta- 
tions to improve the culture of sugar- 
cane and tobacco, 
of varied agricultural industries. 

“While the question of reciprocity is 
still pending,’’ the message goes, “it is 
impossible to state now what measures 
should be adopted to meet the pending 
crisis. This crisis is due to the ruinous 
price of sugar caused by excess in 
production of beet sugar in Europe. An 
immediate remedy would be the. reduction 
of the American tariff on sugar, to ob- 
tain which the executive will at once 
devote his efforts, and will negotiate @ 
treaty in order to obtain benefits for 
the Cuban sugar producers.

Provisions of Immigration Bill. 

The bill brings together into one act 
all the scattered legislation heretofore 
enacted in regard to the immigration of 
aliens into the United States, arranges 
it in sequence, etc., eliminates what has 
become obsolete by reason of subsequent 
legislation, amends some of the admin- 
istrative features, and also adds some 
provisions to the general laws made nec- 
essary by the extension of the territorial 
limits of the United States. 

Among the more important changes are 
those increasing the head tax on aliens 
coming into the United States by land 
transportation from $1 to $1.50; adding to 
the excluded classes epileptics, persons 
who have been insane within five years, 
anarchists or persons who advocate the 
overthrow of government by force; pros- 
titutes and procurers (whose importa- 
tion is now a felony, but whose entry is 
not prohibited); broadening the word 
“contract’”’ in the contract labor laws to 
include ‘offer, solicitation or promise’’ 
providing for the fine of steamship com- 
panions which receive at the port of de- 
parture aliens afflicted with loathsome 
contagious disease, instead of providing 
as: now for their deportation upon arrival 
here, extending the time within which 
an alien who becomes a public charge 
may be deported from one to two years, 
and providing that coming immigrants 
over 15 years of age should be able to 
read in some language. 

Just before the session closed a special 
rulé was presented to make the bill for 
coining subsidiary silver a continuing 
order until,disposed of. A vote will be 
taken upon the rule tomorrow. 

Exciting Prohibition Debate. 

The debate on the amendment In regard 
to the sale of intoxicating liquors was 
exciting. 

“I. would vote this instant,’ said Mr. 
Landis, “for a resolution to prohibit the 
sale of beer, whisky or any other intoxi- 
cating liquor in this -capitol.”’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Landis declared that if he could 
have his way the sale of liquor would be 
prohibited also within 5 miles of every 
military post and soldiers’ home. Being 
taunted by Mr. Shattuc, he gave notice 
at the first opportunity he would offer a 
resolution to prevent the sale of intoxi- 
cants in the capito] building. 

Mr. Bartholdt, of Missouri, opposed the 
Bowersock amendment. The vote then 
was taken upon the Shattuc amendment, 
which was defeated, 25 to 75. 

Mr. Shattuc then offered the following 
substitute: 

“That hereafter it shall be unlawful 
to sell intoxicating liquors in any im- 
migrant station or other building ac- 
cessible to aliens owned or used by the 
United States government-or in the 
grounds appertaining to the same.”’ 

Mr, Mann, of Illinois, raised a point of 
order against the substitute, provoking 
a round of applause when he character- 
ized the amendment as pure ‘‘hysteria.’’ 

Mr; Shattuc said he hoped the “*‘tem- 
peranee fanatics’’ would be given an op- 
portunity to go on record on the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Boutelle, who was in the chair, 
sustained Mr. Mann's point of order. 

Mr. Cochran, of Missouri, then raised 
a laugh by remarking.dryly that if the 
Bame number of gentlemen who now 
Seemed eager to close up the bar in the 
basement of the capitol would abstain 
from patronizing it, it would close up 
for want of business. His experience, he 
said, taught him that when members ad- 
vocated prohibition on the floor they 
came from prohibition districts; when 
they advocated personal liberty, the sen- 
timent of their district was opposed to 
prohibition.

No Barroom in Capitol.

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FERVENT PLEA 
FOR FILIPINOS 


Senator Patterson Urges That 
the Islanders Be Granted 
Their Independence, 


DREAMS OF A REPUBLIC 
IN SEAS OF THE ORIENT 


Republicans Make Fruitless Attempt 
To Fix Time for Vote on the 
Pending Bill—Teller Says 
the Bill Must Be 
Changed. 


~~ 


Washington, May 27.—A fruitless effort 
Was made just before the adjournment 
of the senate today to secure an agree- 
ment on a time for a vote on the Phil- 
ippine bill. The discussion indicated that 
some day next week eventually would be 
agreed upon, but no time was fixed. Dur- 
ing the discussion a proposition was made 
that a time be fixed, on alternate Tues- 
days, beginning next week, fo@ a vote on 
the Philippine bill, the Nicaragua canal 
bill and the Cuban reciprocity bill, and a 
final adjournment be agreed on for the 
fourth Tuesday, but it was too startling 
to be taken seriously, although some sen- 
ators regarded it favorably. 

For several hours today: Mr. Patterson, 
of Colorado, discussed the Philippine 
question, concluding the speech which he 
began yesterday. After reviewing and 
commenting on the general Philippine 
question, he attacked the pending bill, 
particularly its provisions regarding the 
hoiding of lands. He declared that it was 
monstrous and néver should be enacted 
into law. He urged thai the Filipinos 
be granted their independence and drew 
an eloquent word picture of the turn- 
ing over to the Philippines by the United 
States of the islands upon which they 
had established a government. 

Tribute to Filipinos. 

Mr. Patterson paid a high tribute to the 
Philippines as a Christian people and he 
asserted that there never was a Chris- 
tian people unfitted for self-government 
and independence. Discussing some of 
the testimony taken by the Philippine 
commission, Mr. Patterson said the army 
was not responsible for the outrages com- 
mitted, but that the policy of the gov- 
ernment was responsible. He then dis- 
cussed the order of General Bell, particu- 
larly denouncing that aprt of it relating 
to Filipino priests. He quoted newspaper 
stories of the alleged torturing of native 
priests by American troops in order to 
extort information. He also referred to 
what he considered the large proportion of 
Filipinos killed in battle to those wound- 
ed, in one instance the proportion being 
twenty killed to one wounded. 

“These startling figures,’’ he said, ‘‘give 
room for thought—for reflection. Are they 
not the result of the kind of war urg- 
ed by General Bell?” 

In conclusion, Mr. Patterson drew a 
vivid picture of the day, which he hoped 
would come, when Governor Taft or Ad- 
miral Dewey or General Miles or some 
other official - representing the United 
States would turn over the Philippine is- 
lands to the Filipino government with a 
ceremony such as, recently occurred in 
Cuba. Then he hoped that the president 
of France and the presidents of other 
republics would send their congratulations 
and .that the senator from Indiana 
(Fairbanks) would incorporate in The 
Congressional Record the Associated 
Press report of that insptring scene to 
the glory of the American people for- 


ever. - 
Clay Will Speak. 

In the course of a colloquy between 
Mr. Lodge and Mr. Dubois at the con- 
clusion of Mr. Patterson’s speech, it was 
developed that four speeches remain yet 
to be delivered in the general debate— 
by Mr. Spooner, Mr. Bacon, Mr. Clay and 
Mr, Carmack. Mr. Dubois suggested that 
the minority,. so far as he knew, would 
be glad to vote next Tuesday. This 
statement led to a discussion as to hold- 
ing a session of the senate on Memorial 
day. After some discussion Mr. Spooner, 
of Wisconsin, suggested that he had no 
particular desire to speak on the Philip- 
pine bill and so far as he was concerned 
would forego his right to speak. ‘Let 
us vote now,’’ he suggested. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, proposed that a 
vote on the Philippine bill be taken next 
Tuesday and a vote on the Nicaraguan 
canal bill the following Tuesday. 

“The bills are not Siamese twins,’’ said 
Mr. Spooner. 

Mr. Hale, of Maine, suggested that 
the proposition be extended so as to vote 
on the Cuban reciprocity bill on the 
third Tuesday and. then adjourn on the 
fourth Tuesday—that is four weeks from 
today. F 

“IT agree to that,’’ said Mr. Batley. 

Mr. Teller objected to any proposition 
to vote which included the Cuban bill 
and Mr. Burrows objected to fixing a 
time for the vote on the canal bill in the 
absence of Mr. Hanna, of Ohio. 

A vain effort then was made to fix 
a time for a vote on the Philippine bill, 
Mr. Spooner maintaining that it was hu- 
miliating to try to transact business with 
the responstiblity resting upon the ma- 
jority which could do nothing without the 
consent of the minority. 

Mr. Teller sald there was no use wast- 
ing time in trying to agree on a time 
now. Some changes would have to he 
made in the bill before he would consent 
to a vote. 

After Mr. Lodge had given notice that 
on Tuesday next he would ask that a 
time for a vote be fixed, the senate went 
into executive session and at 6:20 adjourn- 
ed.

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WOOD DREW THOUSANDS 


AS GOVERNOR OF.CUBA 
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GENERAL LEONARD WooD, 
As He Appeared Just Prior to Evacuation of Cuba. 
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Received $1,300 a Month in Violation of Law Regard- 
ing Army Officers---Root Assumes Responsi- 
bility for All Wood’s Expenditures.

Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—Secre- 
tary Root this afternoon stated he de- 
sired it understood that-he assumes full 
responsibility for all of the expenditures 
made by Governor Wood in Cuba, and 
that the papers on file at the war de- 
partment contain an itemized statement 
of everything. This was called forth by 
the announcement that there would 
probably be a demand from congress 
for a full accounting, especially in view 
of the allegations that Genera] Wood 
has been drawing a salary of over $1,300 
a month, while his pay as brigadier gen- 
eral, with extra allowances for foreign 
service, is but $504 a month, and the law 
provides that an officer of the United 
States army shall receive no other pay 
or emoluments than his salary. 

A New York newspaper, which en- 
deavors to make a sensation out of the 
payment of this extra salary to Gov- 
ernor Wood, shows also that there have 
been large payments out of government 
funds for champagne and all kinds of 
liquors for the governor’s palace in 
Havana. Other payments shown in the 
article in question are to General Gomez 


for services rendered the island of Cuba. 
Entries from the. war department records 
show one payment of $1,700 to. General 
Gomez on the order of the military gov- 
ernor, and another payment of $1,000. It 
is said that a similar entry, with vary- 
ing amounts rurining as high as $2,000, 
is found in the records every three or 
four months. Copies of the bills for 
liquors, glassware and household utensils 
are presented in the article in question. 
The statements are such that it is cer- 
tain that they are copies from bills on 
file with the war department. 

There was much talk at the capitol to- 
day of a demand being made upon the 
war department for a detailed statement 
of all of these extraordinary expendi- 
tures, and in view of this talk Secre- 
tary Root made the statement referred 
to above, in which he assumes full re- 
sponsibility for extra salaries and extra 
allowances given to General Wood and 
the otHer officials during the military 
occupation for entertaining. 

It will be recalled that the trouble in 
which Major Rathbone got himself while 
acting as director of posts was. primarily 
due to his assuming that.a civil officer 
had the-same right to these extrava- 
gances that the military officers around 
him were enjoying. :

SENATORS FROWN 
ON DIRECT VOTE 


Report on the Proposition for Klection 
by the People. 


NO ACTION WILL BE TAKEN 


Senator Burrows Says His Committee 
Was Unable To Make Either a 
Favorable or an Adverse 
Report on the Propo- 
sition.

Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Burrows, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, today 
reported to the senate the action of his 
committee upon the proposition to amend 
the constitution so as to provide for the 
election of senators ‘by direct vote of 
the people. 

He recited that a majority of the com- 
mittee was in favor of the Depew amend- 
ment, which provides that the election 
of senators in all states shall be uniform 
and congress shall have power to enforce 
this provision—in other words federal su- 
pervision of elections; that while a ma- 
jority of the committee was opposed to 
the resolution as it came from the house, 
a majority was also opposed to the reso- 
lution as amended. Mr. Burrows said 
that the committee by a majority report 
had refused to report the resolution as 
amended to the senate either favorably or 
adversely. 

No action was taken by the senate upon 
the matter. Mr. Wellington moved to 
discharge the committec from further 
consideration, but this was not acted 
upon. The conditions revealed by Sena- 
tor Burrows’ statement are taken as in- 
suring that there willbe no action upon 
the matter by this congress.

AN EYE-OPENER 


Congressmen Who Have Just’ 


Toured This Section En- 
thusiastic in Their Talk, 


MANUAL TRAINING SYSTEM 
INDORSED FOR NEGROES 


They Agree That There Isa Real 
Race Problem and That Booker 
Washington Is Doing Great 
Work—Shaw and Little- 
field Talk.

Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—Hearty 
indorsement of the manual training sys- 
tem of teaching for the youths of the col- 
ored race is the keynote of the talk in- 
dulged by. the congressmen who returned 
today from a ‘tour of the south. The 
Thompson party’ got back to Washing- 
ton this morning and the rest of the day 
hag been spent in talking about the im- 
pressions of things in the south. In sum- 
ming up all agree to three discoveries: 

First, that there is a real race problem; 
those working along the same lines have 
found the proper method of educating 
the negro youth; third, that the south, a 
they saw it, showed evidences of progress 


‘and prosperity far beyond their expecta- 


tions. 
Shaw Deeply Impressed. 

Secretary of the Treasury. Shaw voiced 
the sentiments of the entire party when 
he said: : 

“I was deeply impressed with the evi- 
dences of prosperity and progress which 
I saw on all sides. My only regret is 
that I was not able to see more on ac- 
count of my limited time. I would have 
liked to see more of Atlanta, but | saw 
enough to know it is a hustling, pros- 
pering city, typical of American progress. 
Birmingham revealed unlooked-for Wwon- 
ders in the line of manufacturing accom- 
plishment and possibilities. I was muca 
impressed by the evidences of growth in 
manufacturing in all the states through 
which I passed.’’ 

The secretary was not able to make 
the entire trip, but he says he saw much 
that was a recompense for his visit and 
served to whet his appetite for further 
southern trips. 

Representative Littlefield, of Maine, the 
recognized leader of the party, is enthu- 
siastic over every feature of the visit. 

“We were royally entertained every- 
where,”’ said he,, ‘and I am sure we all 
derived profit as well as pleasure from 
our visit. We wére much impressed by 
the evidences of progress as revealed on 
all sic¢@s. We regretted very much our 
inability to see more of Atlanta, but we 
saw enough to show us that it jis the chief 
City of that splendid section and all of 
us were impressed by Birmingham and 
Ensley and al] were delighted with Mobile 
and Montgomery. It would be presumptu- 
ous on our part to claim that in so short 
a trip we had found the solution of prob- 
lems and al] that, but I feel that I have 
learned a good many things that will be 
of value to me. 

Littlefield on Washington. 

‘“‘We were all of us enthusiastic over the 
practical, good common ‘sense shown in 
the great institution of Professor Wash- 
ington at Tuskegee, but what struck me 


most forcibly was the fact that all the 


leading people we met everywhere showed 
their hearty indorsement of the school 
and that method of preparing the colored 
youth for lives of usefulness. It is an 
especially high tribute to Washington that 
he has the hearty cooperation of the 
white people of the south, who know 
him best and are in the best position to 
see the effects of his work. One other 
thing that impressed me was that the 
people of the south do not seem to be do- 
ing as much talking about the possibill- 
ties of negro domination and all that as 
we might expect from some of the speech- 
es we heard up here, and they don’t seem 
to be worried very much over it, being 
confident, apparently, that the problems 
will work out in the natural course of 
events. We are under many obligations 
to Colonel Thompson not only for the 
pleasure of the trip, and for his great 
hospitality, but for having given us the 
opportunity to see these things for our- 
selves.”’ 

Mr. Darrah of Michigan, Mr. Smith of 
Iowa, Judge Fuller and other members 
of the party talked in the same strain. 
All were delighted with their southern 
tour and are especially enthusiastic over 
the evidence of material progress they 
found on all sides.

Cuba is to be firmly guaranteed, the 
rural guard must be reorganized and 
increased, as the present tranquillity in 
the island is due to the. people them- 
selves and their desire to maintain the 
prestige of their country. 

“We recognize that during the Amer- 
ican intervention the sanitary conditions 
af the island were greatly improved, 
but it is necessary to cgntinue this work 
and make these improved conditions 
permanent. : 

“The office of judge in Cuba should be 


‘permanent, and to constitute this princt- 


ple of immovability should be one of the 
first duties of congress.”’ 
To Foster Education. 


President Palma declares it is the pur- 
pose of the government to devote its 
attention to education, and especially 
to primary schools. He says the govern- 
ment of intervention deserves great 
credit for the educational system it 
established, but there is a need for still 
more schools, as the future of the re- 
public depends upon education. It will 
be the duty of the government to en- 
courage the construction of railroads in 
the island, and to protect the capital al- 
ready invested in railroad enterprises. 

The executive says he realizes the 
obligation which the government con- 
tracted with the Cuban army, and that 
if means are not now taken to make 
good this obligation, it is because of the 
bad economic situation of the country. 
President Palma says he does not yet 
know how the ordinary eXpenses of ad- 
ministration are to be met. 

“It is very eatisfactory to us,” says 
the president, “that the republic of 
Cuba has been officially recognized by 
the United States, Great Britain, France, 
Mexico, Guatemala, Nicaragua, Santo 
Domingo, Ecuador and Paraguay, and 
we hope that other countries will also 
recognize our republic. We must culti- 
vate cordial relations with all nations 
and make treaties of amnesty and com- 
merce favorable to Cuba. We must also 
take especial care that the relations be- 
tween Cuba and the United States be 
most friendly, in order that there be no 
difficulty in arranging the political and 
commercial] questions which affect both 
countries. 

“It is also of extreme importance that 
there should exist uninterrupted concord 
between all the pedple of Cuba, and that 
they should resolve to preserve the Cu- 
ban nationality.’’ 

) Palma Receives Squires. 

Herbert G. Squires, the first minister 
of the United States to Cuba, who ar- 
rived here yesterday, was formally re- 
celved by the Cuban government this 
afternoon. Mr. Squires was escorted 
from his hotel by a squad of the mount- 
ed rural guard. A company of Cuban 
soldiers, who were lined up in front of 
the palace, saluted Mr. Squires as he en- 
tered the building. The American min- 
ister was announced in a loud voice, and 
President Palma received him in the 
parlor of the palace with the Cuban 
cabinet. 

Mr. Squires presented his credentials, 
and then made a short address, in which 
he conveyed the compliments of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to President Palma. 

Replying to Mr. Squires, President 
Palma said: 

“I am faithfully interpreting the Sete! - 
ments of the people of Cuban when [ 
assure your illustrious president, through 
you, that our most ardent désires are 
for the happiness and prosperity of the 


. American people and their worthy presi- 


dent.”’ 

Mr. Squires is the first minister to pre- 
sent his credentials to the Cuban gov- 
ernment, and he will be dean of the 
diplomatic corps in Havana.

Berlin, May 27.—The foreign office here 
is busily engaged in issuing denials of 
the story that Emperor William has re- 
fused to receive Lieutenant Commander 
Templin M. Potts, who will succeed Com- 
mander William H. Beehler as naval at- 
tache to the United States embassy here. 
The morning mail at the foreign office 
brought back a newspaper clipping con- 
taining this report, which had been sent 
to Emperor William. This clipping was 
pasted on a sheet of foolscap upon which 
his majesty had annotated an emphatic 
denial of the statement it contained. 

His majesty’s annotation was in the 
following words: 

“I never heard of Potts before and did 
not know that there was such a man and 


) still less that a Captain Potts had been 
sent to Berlin.’’ 

Emperor William will go to Atix-la- 
Chapelle, Rhenish Prussia, June 19, and 
elaborate preparations are being made by 
the townspeople -for his reception. An 
enthusiastic member of the reception 
committee, having heard that his maj- 
esty’s favorite flower was the red carna- 
tion and that Admiral Prince Henry of 
Prussia brought immense quantities of 


this flower from the United States for 
his brother, suggested that everybody 
in Aix-la-Chapelle should wear a red 
carnation in his buttonhole when the 
emperor visited the town. The chief of 
police of Aix-la-Chapelle heard of this 
suggestion, and because red is the color 
of the socialists he issued a decree 


against carrying out the proposal, 


PEACE CERTAIN, 
BRITISH CLAIM 


Cabinet in Session for Two 
Hours Discussing South 
African Situation, 


PROPOSALS OF CABINET 
TELEGRAPHED TO BOERS 


Alleged That There Is Nothing To 
Warrant the Pessimistic Opin- 
ions Prevailing in Some 
Quarters—Only Minor 
Points To Be Settled. 


London, May 27.—The British cabinet 
was in session for two hours today dis- 
cussing the communications received from 
Pretoria, since the meeting of the min- 
isters on Friday last. It is understood 
that the inner committee of the cabinet 
will telegraph the result of the delibera- 
tions to Pretoria this afternoon. The 
Boer delegates at the Transvaal capital 
will then probably return to Vereeniging 
and report to the burghers, who are still 
assembled there. 

According to the views of officials here 
there is nothing to warrant the pessimis- 
tic opinions expressed in some quarters 
regarding the ultimate outcome of the 
discussions at Pretoria and Vereeniging. 
The Associated Press learns that the gov- 
ernment continues to be satisfied that the 
negotiations will result in a peaceful set- 
tlement. Some minor points are still be- 
ing discussed, but these are expected to 
be fully disposed of within a day or two. 

A. J. Balfour, the government leader, 
made no ttatement in the house of com- 
mons today regarding the peace nego- 
tiations, but he announced a postpone- 
ment of the d'scussion of the budget 
fixed for this week, remarking that it 
would be very inconvenient t» debate the 
budget “‘while there were other things in 
the balance.” 

He subsequently explained that it 
would be impossible, in discussing the 
budget, to prevent references to the peace 
negotiations. 


CHINESE REBELS ARE BEATEN. 


Lose 1,500 Men in Battle with Im- 
perial Troops. 

Tondon, May 27.—Cabling from Shang- 
hai, the correspondent of The Daily 
Mail says the soutfiern rebellion is in 
full activity, and that a severe battle 
has been fought at Shu Luh Sien, in 
which the rebels were defeated by the 
government forces, with losses amount- 
ing to 1,500 men in killed or wounded. 
The government troops pursued the 
rebels to their entrenched villages, and 
cut off their supplies. The insurgents, 
who included boys and women, made 
desperate sorties from the villages, and 
forced the government tronvs to retreat. 
The rebel leader, Ching Ting Pin, was 
killed. 

The rebels are increasing in strength, 
and ‘“boxers’’ are gatherings in large 
numbers in Shang Tung province. 


RUSSELL VICTIM OF CHOLERA. 


He Was Captain in the Eighth United 
States Infantry. 

Manila, May 27.—Captain Charles E. 
Russell, of the Bighth infantry, is dead. 
He was the first officer to die of cholera. 

Up to the present in Manila there have 
been twenty-five cases of cholera and 
twenty deatas, among the American, and 
thirteen cases and ten deaths among the 
European population. 

The cholera totals to date are as fol- 
lows: 

Manila, 1,165 cases and 985 deaths; prov- 
inces, 5,001 cases and 2.878 deaths.

CLAIM THEY WERE TAKEN

And Carried from Quebec to Montreal 
by Force on Board a Steamer 
Which Had Been Illegally 
Leased for That Spe- 

cific Purpose. — 


Quebec, May 27.—L. A. Taschereau, 
counsel for Colonel Gaynor and Captain 
Greene, has filed his answer to Detective 
Capenter’s affidavit produced in the gu- 
preme court last week. Besides denying 
the allegations of the affidavit in general, 
counsel for the accused denies that Car- 
penter was a dominion or provincial po- 
lice officer, and says he had no authority 
whatever to serve the warrant issued by 
Magistrate La Fontaine; that the war- 
rant was illegal; that Carpenter had ar- 
rested the accused in an illegal manner 
and had carried them away by force to 
Montreal on board a steamer illegally 
leased for that purpose, and after having 
deceived the petitioners. 

After taking the petitioners from Que- 
bec, he declared, Carpenter always had 
them in his charge and responsibility, 
and that the parties mentioned in his 
(Carpenter's) answer to the motions for 
his impriscnment were employees of the 
latter; that, moreover, they prevented the 
petitioners from having access to their 
counsel pursuant to a plot concerted by 
Carpenter and certain other persons.

American Geologist Hill Ex- 
lores Crater of Martinique, 


Only Man Who Has Set Foot in Area 
of Volcani¢ Disturbance — He 
Tells an Awful Story of the 
Desolation Wrought 
by Pelee. 


. Fort de France,-Monday, May 26.—Pro- 
fessor Robert T. Hill, United States gov- 
ernment geologist and head of the expe- 
dition sent by the National Geographical 
Society, has just come in from a daring 
and prolonged investigation of the vol- 
eanic activity in Martinique. 

Professor Hill is the first and cnly man 
who has set foot in the area of craters, 
fissures and fumaroles, and, because of 
his high position as a scientist, his story 
is valuable. He reports as follows: 

“The zone of the catastrophe in Marti- 
nique forms an elongated oval, contain- 
ing, on land, about 8 square miles cf de- 
struction. This oval is partly over the 
sea. The land is bounded by lines run- 
ning from Le Precheur to the peak of 
Mont Pelee, thence curving around to 
Carbet. There were three well marked 
zones: First, a center of annihilation, 
in which all life, vegetable and animal, 
was utterly destroyed; the greater north- 
ern part of St. Pierre was in this zone; 
second, a zone of singeing, blistering 
flame, which also was fatal to all Ifs, 
killing all men and animals, burning the 
leaves on the trees and scorching but not 
utterly destroying the trees themselves; 
third, a large, outer, non-destructive zone 
of ashes, wherein Some vegetation was 
injured. The focus of annihilation was 
the new crater, midway between the sea 
and the peak of Mont Pelee, where now 
exists a new area of active volcanism, 
with hundreds of fumaroles or miniature 
volcanoes. 

Vomiting Hof, Black Mud. 

The new crater is now vomiting black, 
hot mud, which Is falling into the -sea. 
Both craters, th® old and new, are active. 
Mugshroom-shaped steam explosions con- 
stantly ascend from the old crater, while 
heavy ash-laden clouds float horizontal- 
ly from the new crate. The old ejects 
steam, smoke, mud, pumice and Iapilll, 
but no molten lava. 

“The salient topography of the region 
is unaltered. The d2struction of S*. 
Pierre was due to the rew crater. The 
explosion had great superficial force, act- 
ing in radial directions, as is evidenced 
by the dismounting ard earrying for 
yards the guns in the battery on the hill 
south of St. Pierre and the atatue of the 
Virgin in the same locality, and also by 
the condition of the ruined houses in St. 
Pierre. 

“According to the testimony of some 
persons there «was an accompanying 
flame, Others think the incandescent 
cinders and th force of their ejection 
wus Sufficient to cause the destruction. 
This must be ingestigated.” 

This is the first positive scientific state- 
ment based on observed facts. Professor 
Hill has now started on horseback for the 
voleano. He wi:l study the whole af- 
fected area and will try to get to both 
craters. The undertaking Is very hazard- 
ous, as explosion may occur at any mo. 
ment, 

Mont Pelee Again Active. 

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
Monday, May 27, 9 p. m.—Mont Pelee ig 
again in eruption. Huge black clouds 
are rolling over Fort de France in great 
masees, in which there are peculiar light- 
ning flashes. The inhabitants are now 
flocking into the great square of the 
town. If the demonstration increases a 
panic is imminent, 

A very heavy surf has been beating on 
the shore for the last two hours and an 
enormous grayish yellow cloud, at a 
great height, is dimly visible in the di- 
rection of Mont Pelee. 7 

The night is intensely dark and the 
stars are only faintly visible. 

Fort de France is in no danger from 
the volcano, but there is considerable 
apprehension of a panic in the nighttime 
should the grayish yellow cloud reach 
here and ashes and stones begin to fall. 

There are no noises from the volcano 
at present. 

For the space of one hour flames rose 
from the crater to the height of 150 me- 
tres. The crater seemed to be about 300 
metres in diameter.

Barely Seated on the Throne His Cab- 
inet Is Making Trouble. 


SENOR CANELJAS RESIGNS 


Other Members of the Cabinet Follow 
Suit—Caneljas Resigned Because 
He Was Thwarted in Re- 
gard to Religious 
Question. 


Madrid, May 27.—A crisis in the cabinet 
has occurred. At a meeting of the cabinet 


today Senor Caneljas, the minister of | 


agriculture, insisted upon the necessity 
of convening the chamber immediately 
to discuss the religious question. The 
other ministers opposed this proposal and 
Senor Caneljas resigned. After this ac- 
tian the remainder of the cabinet placed 
their portfolios at the disposal of Senor 
Sagasta, the premier, to enable him to 
solve the difficulty. 

It was announced from Madrid May 13 
that Senor Caneljas, who tendered his 
resignation as minister of agriculture May 
12, had consented to retain his portfolio 
until after the accession to the throne of 
King Alfonso. It was then said that a 
serious political crisis was only postponed 
until after the festivities attending the 
majority of the king, which began May 
17. 

Senor Caneljas disagreed with the gov- 
ernment regarding its policy in coming 
to a compromise agreement with the 
vatican on the question of religious or- 
ders.

ANNIVERSARY OF UNITARIANS. 


President Eliot Wants Some Expres- 
sions on National Affairs. 

Boston, May 25.—The annual address of 
the president, Rev. Samuel Eliot, D. D., 
was the principal feature of today’s ses- 
sion of the Unitarian anniversary. Pres- 
jdent Eliot expressed the hope that the 
gathering would not adjourn without ex- 
pression of feeling in regard to the mat- 
ters of common interest and apprehen- 
sion in our national affairs.

Chicago, May 27.—A communication ys 
sent to President Roosevelt today by 
‘independent electrical supply dealers 
specifying charges against the National 
Electrical «Supply Dealers’ Association 
and requesting that he direct the attor- 
ney general of the United States to seek 
for evidence in Chicago preparatory to 
prosecution of the officers and members 
as parties to-an alleged illegal trust.

Covington had been hiding from his 
wife for two days. He left letters to his 
‘brother, sister and wife telling of nis de- 
spondency and inability to exist against 
the trusts.

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Benefits of a General Primary. 

In another column we print a letter 
from the chairman of the democratic 
executive committee of Troup county. 
He discusses the cost of holding pri- 
mary elections and the assessments 
that are levied upon candidates to de- 
fray such expenses. What he says is 
not devoid of reason and weight. Here 
in Fulton county we are experiencing 
some of the vagaries of the existing 
Bystem and realize the necessity of 


finding a relief from them. 


We held our county primary on the 
10th of April and the candidates were 
assessed for its expenses. They paid 
Jn more than was needed and a third 
of the amount was returned to them. 
Now we must hold a primary for state 
and national officers and there is no 
money with which to pay its expense. 
To assess the cost upon the statehouse 
candidates would impose upon them, 
for all the counties of the state, an ex- 
traordinary and indefensible burden. 


» If each county levied but $5 upon each 


statehouse candidate the sum would 


‘be $685 for each to pay, in addition to 


the necessary expenses of correspond- 
ence, printing and travel incident to 
his campaign. As most of them have 
only a salary of $2,000 per year, it is 
readily seen that office-seeking might 
goon become an abandoned pursuit. 


2 Manifestly .these candidates for gen- 
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eral offices cannot be fairly made to 
pay the cost of holding the state pri- 


‘maries. 


The remedy for the trouble and the 
answer to all complaints from either 
side—that of the candidates or that 
of the county committees—is easily 
found. It is already in operation in 
numerous other states and no valid 
reason can apply against its adoption 
in Georgia. It is found in a general 
primary, held in every county and pre- 
cinct of the state on the same day and 
for all officers to be elected, whether 
county, state or national, and the ex- 
pense taxed to the public treasury. 

With us in Georgia the nomination 
in the democratic primary is almost 
always:the equivalent of a subsequent 
formal election. The primary was 
adopted in order to secure and pre- 
serve harmony in the party. The 
value of its use to the people of the 
state is far greater for those ends than 
the mere sum of money necessary to 
its proper conduct. And as the peo- 


% ple at large get these benefits equally 


they should be taxed equally to pay 


| for them. The expenses of the pri- 
| mary would be a proper charge on any 
| poll tax that might be levied and col- 
~ Jected. 


In this general primary all parties 
désiring a place on the official ballot 
at the regular election could partici- 

te. They could be allowed represen- 
tation among the primary managers 


© and would nominate their candidates 
a by ballots deposited in a box assign- 
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ed to the party. In this fashion dem- 


-ocrats, republicans, populists or any. 


’ other party would nominate their can- 
| didates on the same day and in the

A movement for the passage of such 
a law would be popular and would 
greatly simplify our choice of party 
candidates. It would answer practi- 
cally and equitably all the objections 
made against our present system.

There are very rational claims 
urged why the new arrangement 
should be better than that now in 
vogue. Each teacher, having a special 
branch to teach, woyld be encouraged 
to becOmMme more expert in knowledge 
and efficient in methods of instruction 
in that particular subject. The result 
would be a teacher thoroughly adept 
and having a substantial pride of pro- 
fession. 

The results with the pupils should 
be better because of the expertness of 
the teachers in each branch of the 
course of study and because of the 
variations of the personal influences 
of half a dozen or more teachers cen- 
tered upon the development of the 
pupils. 

On the score of economy it is claim- 
ed there will be a gain, but of that 
little is made, the main point being to 
get a better class of special instructors 
and obtain larger results from the 
teaching. The educational world is 
much interested already in the experi- 
ments that are to be made. If they 
justify all that is claimed by the advo- 
cates of the scheme it will probably 
become rapidly popular and find easy 
adoption in the city grammar schools 
of the country. 
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The Real Rights of the Negro. 
No more andchistic advice has ever 
been given to the negroes of the south

quoted in The Constitution yesterday. 
It ranks in infamy with the “kill and 
burn” order of Jake Smith. It incites 
an easily influenced and passionate 
race to take up the shotgun and 48) 
out upon a general campaign of re- 
sistance to the laws and indiscrimi- 
nate murder of the white people of the 
south. It is the counsel of a venomous 
hatred of the southern people and has 
no parallel in anything we have ever 
read in any. other northern speech or 
journal since the dementia days of 
abolition and the Jobn Brown inva- 
sion. 

Fortunately The Chicago Tribune is 
practically alone in giving such in- 
cendiary advice to the southern ne- 
groes. The intelligent and humane 
people of the north, as a rule, realize 
that any grievance upon the part of 
the colored race in the south must be 
removed by a growth of righteousness 
in the thinking and conduct of both 
parties, leading to a law-abiding con- 
sensus and the rendering of mutual 
equities between the races. 

It is the ardent desire of the south- 
ern people to live upon terms of peace 
and mutual prosperity with the ne- 
groes, who are so large and important 
an element of our population. Chris- 
tian equities, sentiments of self-inter- 
est and the supreme necessity for so- 
cial conditions of quiet and safety 
have as much influence’ with the 
southern people as they couldi have 
with any other people. We of the 
south know the negro’s history, under- 
stand his nature and are more con- 
cerned for his essential welfare than 
any other persons on the continent. 
And abundant demonstration is not 
lacking to convince just men every- 
where that when the southern whites 
and negroes are left free to adjust 
their local relations they do so ami- 
cably and to their mutual peace and 
common welfare. 

There are but two issues that can 
be irritated between them and they 
are always inflamed by the imperti- 
nent zeal of interlopers and political 
marplots. But the question of social 
equality is beyond the possible reach 
of codes and writs of mandamus, and 
in the south it is as fixed as Median 
law. The question of “political rights 
is regulated by the law of the locality, 
and those Jaws are being also fixed 
irrevocably on the premises of the in- 
telligence of the citizen and tangible 
interest in the welfare of the state. 
Whatever the negro suffers in that re- 
spect he suffers not simply because 
he is a negro, but because he is too 
ignorant, too corrupt or too shiftless 
of real stake in the community to be 
entitled to the use of suffrage. 

In Georgia every law-abiding, indus- 
trious negro is as fully and safely pro- 
tected in his rights as any white man. 
If he has paid his taxes, registered in 
due season and can handle his ballot 
in the voting booth to his own satis- 
faction he can vote as freely and be 
counted as fairly as any white man. 
All the power of the state is ready 
harnessed to protect him equally with 
his white neighbor. What more 
could be asked for him than that 
which Governor Candler, in the recent 
troubles near Atlanta, announced in 
these words: “All harmless negroes 
and their homes will be protected at 
whatever cost, and all riotous conduct 
on the part of anybody, white or 
black, will be met with whatever force 
may be necessary to preserve order.” 

In the face of that declaration it is 
clearly up to The cwuicago Tribune to 
consider how it contrasts with the con- 
duct of the late Governor John R. Tan- 
ner, of Illinois, during the race riots 
at Virden and Pana in that state. In 
that case industrious negro miners 
went from Kentucky and Tennessee 
to do honest work for their daily 
bread. They doubtless went eagerly, 
expecting in good old republican IlIli- 
nois to find effusive weleome from 
the frenzied friends who had so elo- 
quently denounced the southern peo- 
ple for alleged maltreatment of the 
negroes. But the poor negro miners 
were welcomed with rocks and pistols, 
besieged by mobs with guns, and kill- 
ed’ by scores the while that Governor 
Tanner refused to use the militia of 
the state to protect their lives! They 
were denied the right to work and 
driven from the state with the ap- 
proval of the governor! 


Why did not The Chicago Tribune 
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than that of The Chicago Tribune, as ,; 
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urge those negroes to get themselves 
guns and start a wholesale killing in 
Illinois from Virden and Pana out- 
ward? Why does it not now invite 
our lawless negroes, the only ones 
with whom we have trouble, to get 
winchester rifles and come up to II- 
linois and conquer the labor fields of 
the state? That would be much bet- 
ter than to tell them to organize revo- 
lution and slaughter here in the south, 
where they can get all the labor they 
desire and can live in peace and safety 
so long as they keep the laws. 

The Chicago Tribune is not, fortu- 
nately, in this matter a representa- 
tive northern newspaper. It voices no 
more than its own vitriolic opinions 
and can have no solid influence with 
men of sense and patriotism. Beside 
the weight of the testimony of men 
like Ogden, Adler, Littlefield and other 
leaders of sane northern sentiment the 
bloody words of The Tribune are as 
dust in the balance. The south has 
the race problem to herself and if 
trusted to eventually solve it with jus- 
tice and good will she will not betray 
or fail that trust. ~°

The nineteenth century has been 
called “the age of mechanics,” but the 
progress of mechanical industries is 
not yet atan.end. The spirit of inven- 
tion is inherent in the human mind 
and processes more marvellous and 
machines more unique and productive 
than any we noW know are being cre- 
ated in the imaginations of new stu- 
dents and exploiters. This school 
that the patriotism and liberality of 
Georgia has established is destined to 
be the nidus of many of the improve- 
ments that are to be realized and to 
bless the world, enrich the nation and 
make for the happiness of the future. 

There are patriotic and wealthy men 
in Georgia in plenty who will be 
moved by these high considerations to 
meet this latest example of sympathet- 
ic liberality half way. It should be a 
matter of ambition with them to put 
their names on the roll of honor of 
those who are augmenting the value 
of this great school. He gives twice

LETTERS FROV THE PEOPLE. 


As to Assessing Candidates. 


Editor Constitution: In yesterday's Sunday 
Constitution appeared an article that in my 
humble opinfon demands a reply, at least from 
some of the counties of Georgia. The article 
starts off, “‘Some of the state house officials 
ere talking about the manner in which they 
are being ‘held up,’ so to epeak, by more than 
half the counties of the state for a proportion 
of the expenses of the coming primary.”’ Just 
euch a complaint appeared in your columns 
two years ago just before the primary. I 
don’t think the state house officers should be 
“held up’’ and made to deliver all they have 
or expect to get as salary out of the office for 
which they are running, but I do think they 
should pay a legitimate ‘‘proportion’” of the 
primary expenses. The expenses for holding 
@ primary in Troup county amount to abgut 
one hundred and twenty-five ($125) dollars, 
which have been entirely met by the local can- 
didates. The executive committee of this 
county has never called on a state house offi- 
cer for a copper, but I have in my possession 
now one $(1) dollar of Colonel O. B. Stevens’ 
money, and that is the only money that has 
ever been contributed in recent years by 4 
state house officer to help bear the expense of @ 
primary in this county. Colonel] Stevens’ dol- 
lar was voluntarily paid me by one of wis 
friends who is helping run his campaign. I 
was offered more, but I thought $i! 
sufficient. In our county the ‘‘blanket ticket’’ 
—that is, a ticket with every candidate’e name 
on it—is used, and if a local candidate does 
not pay his assessment his name is left off 
We have never threatened to leave off a state 
house officer’s name, but on the other hand 
have gone quietly along, printed their names 
““free gratis for nothing,’’ borne all expenses 
and then deemed it a great privilege to vote 
for them. This “blanket ticket’’ is gotten up 
by the executive cémmittee, which assesses 
each candidate a certain amount, and though 
we make the amount as little as possible, and 
it is cheaper to the candidate for it to be 
done in this manner, stil] it is a burden to 
many of them. Only a few minutes ago & 
poor old one-arm veteran came into my office 
to tell me to cal; on a certain one of his 
friends for $1, so his name could get on 
for treasurer of the county. This office only 
pays $300, and in ouf county it is given only 
one term to the eame man, given 
as charity, a the old fellow who gets it will 
have to pay half the salary to some one “t 
make his bond and keep his books for him. 
Twelve poor men in our county are running 
for this office; eleven of them will get left; 
each and every one is paying up hie dollar, and 
is running-and not stopping and talking about 
being ‘“‘held up,’’ and he is not going to try 
“to put a stop to this method.’’ There are 
two sides to all questions, and ‘‘some of the 
state house officials’’ who are talking about the 
manner in which they are being ‘‘held up’’ 
should look for the other eide.

Proper Observance of Sunday. 

Editor Constitution: At a convention of 
Jewish ministers held recently in New Orleans 
many subjects bearing upon the question of 
Judaism were discussed; not the least im- 
portant being that of ‘‘Sabbath observance,’’ 
a matter of vital interest not only to Jews, 
but to all men. There was recognition by all 
speakers of the fact that too Httle attention 
is paid to the Sabbath services, and regret 
was general. All saw the need, but the remedy 
was not easy to apply. The discussion was 
carried on in a cOurteous manner, each recog- 
nizing the point of view of the other, and there 
was a desire for harmony. The older men 
held to the need for observance of the ancient 
law and custom, while realizing that much 
of Sabbath attendance was by ‘‘women and 
chfidren,’” the men neglecting and dieregard- 
ing its necessity. 

While no definite action was taken, the gen- 
eral consensus of opinion seemed to be that 
no radical change should be made, yet that 
there should be in addition to the Sabbath 
services also Sunday meetings for instruction 
and conference. One speaker said: ‘‘Chris- 
tians have no Sabbath.’’ This eeems a sort of 
challenge, and yet there is in it enough of 
truth to warrant examination. 

It seems quite a reasonable proposition that 
both Jew and Christian have failed to appre- 
ciate the full need of humanity in the twentieth 
century. There is need for conference and ad- 
justment, so as to meet the common demand 
and need. Possibly a combination of the Sab- 
bath of the Jew and the Christian festival of 
Sunday, beginning with the going down of the 
sun on Saturday and continuing until the re- 
sumption of business on Monday morning, 
might serve the purpose and satisfy both. It 
must be a day of rest and of worship, and 
there should be opportunity for recreation for 
those deprived during the week. 

It is a hopeful sign when these matters are 
calmiy discussed. Doubtless there is not far 
distant a closed door which will yet be opened, 
through which men may walk-and from the 
new vantage ground see opened up a larger 
vista.

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SENSATIONAL ATTACK MADE~ 
ON PENSION LEGISLATION 


Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—A sen- 
sational attack from a leading republican 
upon the pemsion abuses for which the 
republican party is respqnsible stirred the 
house of representatives to the excite- 
ment stage on Friday. The man who 
made the attack is Chairman Loud, of the 
postoffice committee, one of the confess- 
edly strong men on the republican side 
and himself a veteran of the civil war. 
He enlisted in 1862 in the Califronia cav- 
alry battalion and served through until 
the end of the war. He represents 
one of the San Francisco districts, having 
served continuously in six congresses. 

So much for Mr. Loud. One other fact 
to his credit is that on all matters not 
distinctly political he has always been 
noted for his independence. 

The bill under consideration provided 
for a pension of $30 a month for an old 
soldier who is disabled, but whose dis- 
abilities were not the result of his ser- 
vice in the army. The pension depart- 
ment had turned down his application 
for this reason. Thousands of other ap- 
plications of a similar nature have been 
turned down by the pension department 
only to be carried before congress. 

The passage of these private pension 
bills, representing claims not warranted 
by law and put through largely, if not 
wholly, by political influence, forms one 


wrich have become such a burden to the 
treasury and the taxpayers of the United 
States. 

Mr. Loud is one republican with courage 
enough to point out the evils of these 
methods. Speaking of them he said: 

‘Pension legislation, to my mind, has 
become a disgrace to this legislative body. 
During this session of congress we have, 
on eight days, passed 1,169 pension bills, 
vrobably not exceeding twenty hours 
having been spent to pass 1,169 bills. Most 
of these cases have been examined by the 
pension bureau very carefully, by a body 
that we constitute, that have used de- 
liberation with all the means at their 
command and have rej2cted them. They 
come to congress. 

‘‘Now, what is the routine? Let us oe 
fair with ourselves and frank with the 
country. Representative Smith or Jones 
is entitled to so many Lills. He goes to 
the member to whom his bills are re- 
ferred, and I think I am speaking correct- 
ly of what is actually done, and says: ‘I 
wish you would report that bill.’ I think 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred that 
bill is reported; and without desiring to 
criticise particularly the committee on 
invalid pensions, let us see how it works 
there. A member of the committee on in- 
valid pensions intraducas a pill. He re- 
fers it to himself. He orders a report 
made. It goes upon the calendar. It has 
there in front of it or back of it 100 or 150 
other bills. 

“The chairman of the committee of the 
whole works as if he was working for 
$1,000 a minute (laughter) and speaks as 
fast as he can; the clerk begins, the per- 
spiration showing in his face, and his ac- 
tions show that he feels that ‘We have 
got this day and we must get through 
as many as we can,’ and the bill is 
passed; and one member of congress and 
no more knows the merits or demerits of 
that bill. 


In this connection Mr. Loud brought 
out the interesting fact that members 
of the pension committee have made 
efforts to find some flaw in his own mili- 
tary record in the hope of finding some 
grounds on which to attack him. In re- 


vealing these efforts, he said: 
“As one member of this house, Mr. 


| Chairman, I never should advocate any 


such legislation. It is not right simply 
from the fact that a man has rendered 


' service in the rank and file or shall have 


had a commission and shal] in ten or 
afterwards become disabled—it is not 
right that he should be entitled to any 
more consideration than the man who 
never entered the service, and I speak 
as a man who saw some service, com- 
parable, I think, with the average sol- 
dier who performed his duty in the ranks. 

‘I know that has been doubted. I know 
that my record hag been examined in the 
war department no less than twelve sep- 
arate times. I Know that the rule of the 
war department will not permit the aver- 
age citizen to go and endeavor to ascer- 
tain what the record of any soldiler® sha!l 
have Been. The committee on pensions, 
however, are accorded the privilege, and 
I believe that is as far as it extends. 
They have been accorded the privilege 
of calling up the record of any person. 
Now, why in God's name, any member 
of the committee on pensions or of the 
committee on invalid pensions ever should 
desire to call up the record of E. F. 
Loud I cannot understand: He never 
has yet been an applicant for a pension: 
before either of those committees. So it 
must have been with the evident intent 
to see if something could not be found 
in the record of E. F. Loud whereby he 
could be attacked on the floor of this 
house. 

“Now, this is not new. It is a year or two 
old. I say again, as a man who ren- 
dered some little service—small, it is 
true, one of two million seven or eight 
hundred thousand lost in that great

mass of men—I speak regarding what I 
believe a country owes its soldiers. A 
man volunteers in defense of his flag, it 
is c.aimed, out of patriotic motives. He 
only returns to that government which 
protects him and his what little service 
he can in time of danger. If during hig 
service he shall receive any disabiligy 
that will in any manner prevent him 
from earning a livelihood, then the res 
of the people of the country should be 
taxed to repay what has been taken away 
in defense of that country’s flag. But if 
the man shall come out of the service 
as good as he went in, he has simply 
rendered a duty that every man owes 
his country and the debt is canceled. 

“I believe the act of 1890 was going to 
the very extreme of madness. I hope 
the act the gentleman contemplates may 
never receive the sanction of congress; 
but perhaps it may. We have been going 
along step by step. We will go, perhaps, 
far enough so that the people of this 
country may ultimately rise up in their 
might and madness and retire to private 
life men who are implicated In acts of 
that kind, where, in my humble opinion, 
they should. be permitted to reside for 
the rest of their lives. We have in our 
charge here the interests of seventy-five 
or eighty millions of people. 

‘No nation on the face of the earth has 
ever rewarded as beneficently as we have 
those who rendered service during wars. 
I say again, we have gone beyond the 
point of reason in rewarding men who 
did their duty to their country. When 
I rose here I was unaware that even the 
invalid pensions had the 
ferve and hardihood to attempt legislia- 
tibn that the gentleman from Indiana 
says they have reported, and a measure 
that is now upon the calendar. Thig bill 
proposes to put upon the pension roll 
ultimately at $30 a month 9 per cent of 
the living ex-soldiers. When the average 
man arrives at the age of 65 he is incom- 
petent to earn a livelihood, wholly in- 
competent by reason of rftuml physical 
conditions. Many become incompetent 
long before that, and under your Dill 
they will be put on the pension roll at $0 
a month to swell a roll now larger than 
the amount of money spent by any na- 
tion of Europe to support its whole army 
and its pension roll.’’ 


Naturally his utterances stirred up 
members of the committee on invalid pen- 
sions, who declared that every bill from 
the committee was supported by affidavit 
and proof. 

“I know it is a physical impossibility,’ 
said he, “for any one committee sitting as 
a committee to investigate the evidence 
which must be submitted in a case of 
this kind to pass upon 1,169 cases in lesg 


than four months.”’ 

Continuing, he said: 

“I think we have pursued this subject 
until even the best men in congress have 
lost their judgment and have forgotten 
that there are seventy-five or eighty mil- 
lions of people who must earn this money 
by the sweat of their faces to pay men 
and’ women a gratuity to whicly under 
the law they are not entitled. 

“I have characterized this charatter of 
legislation in years gone by as vicious. I 
am of the same opinion today. Now, iet 
us see. There are in my district men 
who hegve written me this year—thirty- 
up to the present time—who claim 
to be totally disabled, unable to earn @ 
livelihood—disabled not as tke result of 
their service. As a member of congress, 
looking at my duty in my own way, I be- 
lieve that the government has no right to 
take money out of the public treasury 
unwarranted by law. Now, these men 
are unfortunate. Men that never have 
been in the service are unfortunate, and 
they are around us everywhere. Every 
place you go you find cripples, you find 
paralytics, and men whelly unable to 
support themselves. 

“Now, shouad congress go into the busi- 
ness of relieving every person in the 
United States who has been unfortunate? 
Oh, you say, no; but if he happened to 
have been in the army for ninety days, 
however, he has got a claim upon the 
whole people, which is what I: deny. I 
hold that he has no claim on the whole 
people, because he has done only his duty; 
and if he were in the army for ninety 


days or a hundred days or for six months, - 


he has done but a small! portion of it. My 
Gcd, if every person in the country must 
be paid in dollars and cents for doing his 
duty, where are you going to find the 
people to tax to pay for it? 

“This house, or gentlemen who have 
been members of this house for yeara, 
have known my position .upon pensions 
for some years. My principal object today 
was to again enunciate what I believe to 
be the truth: That this legislation is de- 
bauching the nation—debauching the na- 
tion because it teaches people to look to 
the government to care for them. The 
act of 1890 taught people to look to ths 
government because they had rendered 
some service until that sentiment has per- 
meated substantially the body politic, 
and it surrounds us on every hand. 

“The cry that comes to us to increase 
salaries and to put upon the pension 
roll ands«to care for the unfortunates 
who have been compelied during their 
lifetime to labor for Uncle Sam is the re- 
sult. in mv humble opinicn,. of the adop- 
tion of this character of legislation. John 
Smith, in a community, comes to con- 
gress with a bill for a pension, and he 
gets $20. $30, or $0 a month. It excites 
every other man who ever was in the 
army to the same action; and when there 
are sO many men in a community who 
are receiving the gratuity, I say again, 
of this great government, it dissatisfies 
those who have to work from sun to sun 
to earn the money to gay the gratuity 
that these people receive.”

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MYSTERY IN 
PARKS’ DEATH 


‘Body .of Atlanta. Salesman 
Found With Jagged Wound 
Under the Heart. 


JURY SAYS HE FIRED 
FATAL SHOT-FROM GUN

@ragedy Occurred on Bank of Creek 
Near Newnan — Forked Stick, 
Covered with Blood, Was 
Used in Pressing the 


Trigger. 


James A. Parks, a salesman for H. WI- 
lensky, who resided with his wife at 419 
Piedmont avenue, met with a mysterious 
and violent death yesterday morning on 
the banks of Goodwin creek, about 6 miles 
from Newnan, Ga. Mr. Parks was found 
dead by his nephew with an ugly gunshot 
wound just below the neart, while at his 
side lay his shotgun. The wound must 
have produced instant death, 

When the body was discovered by its 
side lay a. forked stick covered with 
splotches of blood, which was evidently 
instrumental in the fatal discharge of the 
weapon. The coroner's jury, which later 
inquired into the death of Mr. Parks, 
rendered a verdict that the shot had been 
fired by his own hand, Sut whether in- 
tentional or accidental they were unable 
to say. 

Mr. Parks held a policy in the Royal 
Arcanum for $3,000, and it has been cur- 
rently reported fmat he held insurance in 
other companies to the amount of $70,000. 

Mr. Parks left Atlanta Monday on a 
visit to his nephew, G. E. Parks, who 
resides 6 miles from Newnan, spending 
the night at his house. ‘Yesterday morn- 
ing James Parks proposed a hunt, and 
the two, armed with shotguns, left for 
the creek. They returned to the house 
shortly after 9 o’clock. James Parks then 
signified his intention of making a trip 
to Newnan and left supposedly for that 
place. About an hour later, the nephew, 
who was at work near his home, heard 
two shots fired in rapid succession in the 
direction of the creek, but paid no at- 
tention, as hunting in that vicinity is 
frequent. Some half hour later another 
shot was fired and the young man decided 
to Investigate. 

Found Uncle’s Body. 

Upon reaching the vicinity from whence 
the reports emanated he was horrified to 
find the body of his uncle lying upon the 
bank of the creek, a gaping wound under 
the heart. The ground around the body 
was covered with blood, and great 
splotches smeared the grass and the fork- 
ed stick which lay beside the snotgun 
from which the fatal shot had been fired. 
The gun had dropped to the ground in 
such a manner that it looked as if the 
stock had been resting upon the ground 
with the muzzle pointing against the 
breast of James Park as the stick press- 
ed against the trigger. 

Coroner W. H. Beavers was notified 
and immediately repaired, to the scene, 
where anlinquest was held. The body was 
found lying across a log on the creek 
hank, and was left in that position until 
Dr. E. P. Overby had made an examina- 
tion. He testified to the jury that the 
wound had been made, in his opinion, by 
a gun held perpendicularly to the body. 
The forked stick, he said, gave indication 
that it had been used for the purpose of 
discharging the fatal shot. After delib- 
erating over the testimony of Dr. Overby 


and G. E. Parks, the jury rendered the | 


following verdict: 
Verdict of Jury. 

‘We, the jury, impaneled and sworn to 
inquire into the death of J. A. Parks, of 
Atlanta, who was found dead at McDon- 
ald’s saw mill on Goodwin creek, Tues- 
day. May find that the deceased came 
to his death from a gunshot wound which 
took effect about 3 inches below The left 
nipple, the shot being fired by his own 
hand. whether with suicidal intent, or be- 
ing accidental, we, the jury, cannot de- 
termine from the evidence and the circum- 
stances.”’ 

The dead man had een seen on the 
streets of Newnan Monday in apparently 
the best of health and in his ugual cheer- 
ful spirits, and the report of his mys- 
terious and tragic.death created a pro- 
found sensation in the little town, where 
he was well known. James Parks former- 
ly resided at Newnan and has a number 
of relatives there.’ He leaves a wife and 
two children in this city.

Kentucky Quarantines Against Her 


on Account of Smallpox. 

Louisville, Ky.,, May 27.—At a meeting 
that began at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
and continued until after 11 p. m., the 
Kentucky state board of health tonight 
declared a quarantine against the state of 
Indiana on account of smallpox in the 
southern part of the latter state. 

The quarantine is to go into effect at 
noon on Sunday June 1. After that time 
no person can come into Kentucky from 
Indiana who cannot show a certificate, 
signed by a duly authorized health offi- 
cer, showing that the bearer has been: 
successfully vaccinated within five years. 
Railroads, bridge companies and ferries 
are prohibited from selling a ticket to 
any person intending to go into Ken- 
tucky who is not provided with a certifi- 
cate of vaccination. 

Passengers who travel through Indiana 
to reach Kentucky will not be required to 
produce a certificate if they have not 
stopped in Indiana. 

Secretary Hurly, of the Indiana state 
board of health, appeared before the 
Kentucky board and protested against 
the declaration of quarantine. A ‘strong 
protest was also made on behalf of the 
Kentucky and Indiana Bridge Company, 
which carries 6,000 persons a day between 
Louisville and New Albany and Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind. 

The reason given by the Kentucky 
board of health for declaring the quar- 
antine is that the government of In- 
diana declines to use the state epidemic 
fund in an effort to stamp out smallpox.

MAY EXTEND SEWER SYSTEM 


Charter Revision Committee Met Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


BOARDS NOT DISCUSSED 


Judge Hillyer Suggested Advisabili- 
ty of Compulsory Service on 
Local Boards of Control. 


At the meeting of the charter revision 
committee held yesterday afternoon, the 
question of local boards of control was 
not acted upon, owing to the fact that 
Chairman W. D. Ellis, of the sub-com- 
mittee having this matter in charge could 
not be present. 

The only matter taken up was the reg#}- 
ing of the completed report of the sub- 
committee on streets, sewers and sanita- 
tion. The report is a voluminous one, 
upon which the committee has been ac- 
tively at work for several months, and 
suggests a number of chenges in the city 
charter affecting the various matters 
touching these branches of the city gov- 
ernment. Among the mest important of 
these is the recommenéation that the 
trunk sewers of the cit7 be extended to 
and beyond the*city limits. When this 
question was reached, Colonel Moyers 
asked: 

“‘T would like to know where these sew- 
ers are to empty?’ 

Chairman Martin said that was a ques- 
tion which the committee had not consid- 
ered; that the suggestion contained in the 
report merely sought to give the city 
the power to make the ex- 
tensions, if it should see fit at some fu- 
ture time. 

Another recommendation sought to har- 
monize the positions of city engineer and 
commissioner of public works, and to 
increase the bond of the latter from 
$10,000 to $25,00% 

After the report was read and received 
Chairman Hillyer addressed a few in- 
formal remarks to the committee on the 
advisability of making it obligatory on 
any citizen to serve on a board to which 


~he was appointed. 


The meeting adjourned to meet again at 
the call of Chairman Hillyer.

The poor bride had almost fainted when 
the obliging young man grasped Minister 
Wu by the arm and hastened him from 
the nearly hysterical circle. 


Another story which illustrates the ex- 
acting character of Wu and hig demand 
thet every one with whom he deals be 
truthful is to:'d cn a voung reporter for 
a Washington paper who was sent to in- 
terview the Chinese minister. Ags all 
newspaper men know Minister Wu always 
turrs the tables upon whoever tries to 
get an interview out of him. It is tin- 
variably a case of the interviewer being 
interviewed. Minister Wu _ scarcely ad- 
mits a reporter before he opens up on 
him with a battery of questions, many 
of which by any one beside Wu would be 
considered almost impertinently personal. 
But Wu has an insatiable curiosity to 
learn everything that is worth Knowing, 
and always insists upon gleaning some- 
thing as to the personality of the inter- 
viewer. On the occasion this young re- 
porter called upon him, the minister, look- 
ing at the young man’s card, said: 

“It must be nice to be a reporter 
your age. How do you like it?’ 

“Very much, indeed,” replied the young 
man “I have been in the business some 
years and am quite proud of my calling.”’

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COURT FIXES 
LAWYERS’ FEES 


Court Signs Order in South- 
ern Mutual Building and 
Loan Case, 


LITIGATION FOR FIVE YEARS 
COST NEARLY $50,000 


Receivers and the Attorneys Repre- 
senting Plaintiffs, Receivers and 
Association, Will Now Re- 
ceive Full Compensation 
for Services. 


After a hearing lasting several] hours, 
Judge Candler yesterday signed an order 
fixing the fees of the attorneys interest- 
ed in winding up the affairs of the re- 
ceivership case of the Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan Association, which 
failed in 1897. It cost about $46,900 to 
straighten out the accounts of the defunct 
concern and bring $330,000 into court for 
the benefit ot stockholders and creditors. 

The sum of $40,700 was divided among 
the law firms directly interested in the 
administration of affairs and the two 
receivers. It was estimated that the 
necessary expenses of winding up the 
business was $6,200, which covered the 
salaries of bookkeeper and stenographer, 
postage and rent. The affairs of the as- 
sociation have been in litigation five 
years and three months and the amounts 
allowed the receivers and lawyers were 
for services already re1dered and such 
other services as may be mecessary t9 
wind up the receivership. 

The receivers stated that it would prob- 
ably be the first of the year before all 
the affairs of the concern could be set- 
tled. Before signing the order fixing 
the fees of the lawyers, Judge Candler 
called upon those who might have ob- 
jection to come forward, but none came. 
He was pgticular to ascertain if due 
notice of the hearing had been given all 
parties concerned, 

Fees for Receivers. 

The receivers. Judge James A. Ander- 
son, of Atlanta, and M. A. O'Byrne, of 
Savannah, under the order taken yester- 
day, were given, in addition to the money 
they had already received, $7,600. Attor- 
neys E. K Lumpkin and Wylie Burnett, 
who filed the first petiticn for the plain- 
tiffs, were given $4,700. They had pre- 
viously received $5,300 for services. The 
receivers’ counsel, Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell and King & Spalding, were given 
$8,000—$4,000 to each ficmh—while counsel 
for the association, Ellis, Gray & Ellis, 
were allowed $4,400. The three law firms 
constituting counsel for the receivers and 
the company had each been paid $1,000 
prior to yesterday’s hearing. 

Each of the receivers was paid $200 a 
month while looking after the affairs of 
yom association, and both gentlemen were 
dllowed $10,000 for their full services. 

Two payments of 10 per cent have al- 
ready been made to creditors of the com- 
pany and it is expected that an additional 
payment of 5 per cent wiil be made befor» 
the end of the year. The failure of the 
Southern Mutual Building and Loan As- 
sociation and the administration of its 
affairs caused litigagion in ten states in 
the south. Among the lawvers heard 
yesterday on the adjustment of fees were 
Alex King, Reuben Arnold, J. Carroll 
Payne, Luther Z, Rosser, H. A. Alexan- 
der, Charles A. Read, Charles T. Hop- 
kins and others. 


POLLS IN EACH CITY WARD. 


Subcommittee Has Promises from 

Citizens Who Will Serve Without 

Remuneration as Managers. 

Instead of having only two polling 
places in the city for the state primary 
on June 5, as was at first suggested dur- 
ing the meeting of the county execytive 
committee last week, it is now certain 
that there will be a polling place in each 
of the seven city wards, 

Captain W. H. Brotherton, chairman 
of the subcommittee having immediate 
charge of the details of the election, Said 
yesterday that citizens in each ward 
had agreed to allow voting booths placed 
on their-property free of charge. A 
number of citizens in the country dis- 
tricts and in the city have signified their 
willingness to serve aS managers and 
clerks without remuneration, and the 
committee now feels confident that the 
primary will be held with but very little 
expense. 

The subject of expgnse was the most 
serious with which the committee had to 
contend. The ballots have been printed, 
the mecessary registration lists have 
been secured and the usual literature, 
which consists of instructions to voters, 
is in hand. 

The time limit for registering for the 
primary expired Monday evening. All 
who were qualified to vote in any elec- 
tion this or last year are registered to 
vote in the state primary, while. of 
course, those who failed to’ register 
either this or last year cannot take 
part in the voting on the 5th of June. 

Owing to the fact that the subcommit- 
tee has not sufficient funds with which 
to build booths, the Australian system 
will not be in force during the primary; 
but all whose names do not appear on 
the registration lists, with which the 
managers and clerks in each voting 
precinct will be provided, will not be 
allowed to vote.

NEGRO MUST 
~ CLING TO SOIL 


Booker |. Washington Gives 
This Advice to 
His Race, 


NEGRO EDUCATOR SPOKE 


a AT NEGRO CONFERENCE 


Washington Impressed on His Large 
Audience the Importance of the 
Negro Remaining in the 
Rural Districts—An 
Able Address. 


The feature of the closing session of the 
negro conference at Atlanta university 
was the speech of Booker T. Washingtgon, 
of Tuskegee, Ala. Booker Washington 
expounded the views he has long held to 
be the wisest course for the negro to 
pursue tn adapting the race to present 
needs and conditions. He stated that he 
thought the best course for the negro to 
pursue was to get hold of the soil, illus- 
trating his thoughts by several] pat anec- 
dotes. He was heard by a large audience, 
-ncluding a large number of white pev- 
ple. 

Booker Washington’s Speech. 


For several years I have watched with 
keen interest and appreciation the work 
of these annual conferences, and the 
whole country should be grateful to this 
institution for the painstaking and sys- 
tematic manner with which it has devel- 
oped from year to year a series of facts 
which are proving most vital and help- 
ful to the interests of our whole coun- 
try. The work that Dr. DuBois is do- 
ing will stand for years as a monument 
to his ability, wisdom and faithfulness. 

I hope you will excuse me if, for a 
few minutes, I seem to discuss the oc- 
cupation of our peolpe in a broader way 
than the narrower one suggested by the 
subject under discussion at this confer- 
ence. I want to say as a foundation to 
my remarks that my belief is that the 
proper way to begin in the development 
of a race would be the same as with an 
individual. The proper place to begin 
the development of an indfividual is just 
where the individual is. We can begin 
in no wiser way to develop any race than 
by beginning just where that race finds 
itself at the moment of beginning. 

I think you will agree with me when 
I assert that by far the largest propor- 
tion of our people are éngaged in some 
form of agriculture, are engaged in the 
cultivation of the soil. Since the bulk of 
our people are to live out of the soil, are 
accustomed to agricultural life, it is my 
opinion that agriculture should be made 
the chief industry of our people, at least, 
for a long period of years. The negro 
should be encouraged to own and cultivate 
the soil; in a word, as a rule, should 
be encouraged to remain in the country 
districts. The negro is at his best in most 
cases when in agricultural life; in too 
many cases he is at his worst in con- 
tact with city life. Of course, out of 
agriculture, the fundamental industry, 
will grow most, if not all, of the 
most skilled occupations which, I under- 
stand, this conference is now specifically 
dealing. 

In order that the negro may be induced 
to remain in the country districts we 
should see to it that Hfe is made not 
only bearable and safe, but attractive and 
comfortable. 


The Large Idle Class. 


If there is any one thing, at the present 
time, that should give us more serious 
concern than another, it is the large idle 
class that lingers about the sidewalks, 
bar rooms and dens of sin and misery 
in our large cities. The negro boy should 
be given such an idea of the dignity and 
beauty of agricultural life that rather 
than yield to;the temptation of going 
to the city he will return to his father’s 
farm and there raise 530 bushels of corn 
on an acre wf land by reason of his intel- 
ligence and skill where only 25 
bushels and less were growing before. If 
it be suggested that the white boy is not 
always thus dealt with, my answer is 
that the white man is three thousand 
years ahead of us, and this fact we 
should face now as later. The white man 
at one stage of his growth, in Europe 
and in America, has gone through every 
stage of development that I now advovate 
for my race. 

Our knowledge must be harnessed to the 
things of real life. I would much rather 
see a young colored man graduate from 
a college and go out and start a truck 
garden, a dairy farm or conduct a cotton 
plantation and thus become a first-hand 
producer of wealth than a parasite living 
upon the wealth originally produced by 
others, seeking uncertain and unsatisfac- 
tory livelihood in temporary and question- 
able positions. I repeat, do not seek po- 
sitions but create positions. All people 
who have gained wealth and recognition 
have come uo through the soil and have 
given attention to these fundamental, 
wealth-producing industries. The young 
man who goes out in the forest, fells a 
tree and produces a wagon is the one 
who has added something to the wealth 
of the community in which he lives. 

I emphasize the ownership and cultiva- 
tion of the soil again because land fs 
cheaper in the south than it will ever be 
again, and if we do not get hold of a 
portion of the soil and use it in laying 
a foundation for our civilization now I 
fear we will not get hold of it in the fn- 
ture. In the country the negro and his 
children are free, as a rule, from the 
temptations which drag so many down in 
the large citics. The negro is there al- 
ways free, too, from. the severe competi- 
tion which, in so many cases, discourages 
and overmasters him. 


The Negro Artisan. 


In the case of the negro artisan we 
should be careful to follow the same 
course as in regard to agriculture. We 
should find out the kind of skilled labor 
in which the negro is most likely to find

The announcement made in The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning that the gen- 
eral education board, through Dr. Wal- 
lace Buttrick, had decided to donate §10,- 
000 to the Georgia School of Technology, 
on the provision that the school should 
raise a similar amount, caused wide- 
spread interest throughout the city. 

Almost immediately the friends of the 
school set in motion a plan to raise the 
requisite amount. President Hall, after 
consulting with several friends of the 
school, decided that it would be necessary 
to appoint a committee to have charge of 
the undertaking. This committee will 
be named some time today and will pro- 
ceed at once to make an active canvass, 
the plan being to raise the $10,000 before 
June 19, if possible. A suggestion has 
been made that it would be a good plan 
to defer action until the legislature meets. 
This, according to President Hall, is out 
of the question, as it would be necessary 
to get the laboratories, for which the 
money has been donated, equipped be- 
fore the opening of the next fall term. 

In speaking of the donation last night, 
President Hall said: 

“Although I have made no direct effort 
to secure the necessary $10,000, I have al- 
ready received practical assurances that 
one-third of the amount will be forthcom- 
ing at once. 

“At the present time I am not at liber- 
ty to give the names of the parties who 
will give this sum, but will do so 
later.’’ 

Dr. Buttrick left the city last night 
after an inspection of various schools in 
the city.

We 
must not only have carpenters, but ar- 
chitects; we must not only have persons 
who can do the work with the hand, but 
persons at the same time who can plan 
the work with the brain. 

Go into the north or south and ask to 
have pointed out to you the most pros- 
perous and reliable colored man in that 
community and in the majority of cases 
I believe you will have pointed out to you 
a negro who has learned a trade; and, in 
many cases, you will find that this trade 
was learned during the days of slavery. 

If we are wise and patient we can use 
all forms of service in a way not only 
to lift ourselves up, but to bind us eter- 
nally in fellowship and good will to the 
southern white man by whose side we 
must live for al] times.

Slayer of Pretty Lilla Suttles 
Held by the Fulton 
Grand Jury, 


BILL FOUND YESTERDAY 
AFTER BRIEF SESSION 


When Criminal Division of the Supe- 
rior Court Convenes the Second 
Monday in June, Millard Lee 
Will Be Placed on Trial 
Before Judge Candler. 


Millard Lee, the young man who shot 
Miss Lilla Suttles to death with a pistol 
in Wesley chapel, at Ben Hill, last Sun- 
day morning, was yesterday indicted by 
the Fulton grand jury on the charge of 
murder. The Lee case was one of the 
first considered by the grand jury, and 
four or five witnesses were examined. 

The young man will be placed on trial 
at the next session of the _ criminal 
division of the superior court, which 
will be convened by Judge Candler the 
9th of June. Lée’s parents, it is under- 
stood, have employed counsel, and will 
make a strong fight to save, their son. 
After shooting Miss Suttles, the young 
man left the district, but was caught 
the next morning at Mableton and 
placeu in the Tower. 

The grand jury also returned two bills 
of indictment against Henry King, the 
negro who was captured after he came 
out of the house in which the desperado 
Richardson was during the 
recent riot at Pittsburg. of these 
indictments charge King with murder, 
while the other charges assault with in- 
tent to murder ex-Officer S. A. Kerlin. 
The state will endeavor to prove that 
King shot and killed Bailiff Battle during 
the fight. Battle was:-the first man kill- 
ed at Pittsburg, and an investigation 
showed that the weapon causing his 
death was a shotgun. When King sur- 
rendered he carried a shotgun anda 
number of cartridges. That was the 
only gun of the kind found on the 
premises. 

Son Smith, the other negro said to have 
been among the party that attacked 
Kerlin, was ina.cted jointly with King 
on a charge of assault with intent to 
murder. An indictment charging forgery 
was returned against G. C. Belleu, alias 
G. C. Barker, a young white man. The 
grand jury was in session the greater 
part of the morning, and returned thirty- 
six bills of indictment, the majority of 
which were against negroes now in the 
‘Tower charged with various offenses. 

The grand jury will meet this morning 
at 10 o’clock and again on June 65, to 
complete the consideration of criminal 
cases before the criminal division of the 
superior court convenes.

TERMS OF SALE RATIFIED. 


First Methodist Church Will Be Sold 
at Once and Work on New

At last night’s session the members of 
the building committee were given full 
power to go ahead with the work of 
building the new church. and the work 
will ‘be commenced LUamediately after the 
present property is legally transferred and 
the title to the new property is closed. 

Several members of the conference last 
night stated that they would be glad to 
contribute additional funds out of their 
own pockets to the bullding fund. and it 
is the purpose of the conference to make 
the new church one of the finest in the 
state. The amount at the disposal of tae 
building committee, which will be from

SPALDING WILL 
HAS BEEN FILED 


Left Entire Estate, in Trust, to Widow 
and Children. 


PROPERTY TO BE APPRAISED 


Parents anc Brothers and Sisters Are 
Legatees Under Terms of the 
Will—One Item Provides for 
Erection of Monument 
at Westview. 


The will of Eugene C. Spalding, who 
died suddenly at his home on Peachtree 
street last Sunday murning, was filed in 
the ordinary’s office yesterday morning 
and application was made to have it 
proved in common form next Monday. Mr. 
Spalding left his entire estate in trust 
to his widow and two children and also 
substantially bemembered his father, 
mother, brothers and sisters, to all of 
whom he left sums of money. 

It is believed that Mr. Spalding left an 
estate probably worth $100,000. Attorney 
Alexander Smith, one of the executors 
of the will, stated yesterday that it would 
be impossible to say wnat the value of the 
property would be. The estate will short- 
ly be appraised. It is also understood 
that Mr. Spalding carried valuable life 
insurance. 

The will was signed March 28 last, and 
was witnessed by R. O. McCord, Charles 
G. Lippold and John Ford White. Mr. 
Spalding appointed Alexander W. Smith 
and John S. Spalding, of Atlanta, and 
Henry K. McHarg, of Stamford, Conn., 
his executors and trustees of the estate, 
who are not, under the conditions of the 
will, required to give bond, but must make 
annual sworn statements to the court of 
ordinary, according to law. 

Mr. Spalding expressed the hope that 
his friend, Mr. McHarg, would accept the 
trust imposed wpon him, as he desired 
that the co-executors and trustees might 
have the benefit of Mr. McHarg’s expe- 
rience and ability in investing such prop- 
erty in good bonds, mortgages or other 
securities. Mr. Spalding expressed him- 
self as not favorably impressed with real 
estate investments under present condi- 
tions and recommended the sale of all 
his real estate as goon as practicable, and 
the investment of the proceeds in bonds 
and other good securities. 

Executors Untrammeled. 

In making this recommendation, how- 
ever, he explained tnat he did not mean 
to control the discretion of his executors 
and trustees, but left their judgment free 
and untarmmeled in order to enable them 
to meet changes in conditions. 

First of all, Mr. Spalding directed that 
his just debts be paid as soon as prac- 
ticable. Next he directed that his body 
be buried in the lot at Westview and that 
a monument costing not less than $1,500 
be erected on the Jot, with his name, date 
of birth and death inscribed on the front 
side, the other three sides to be inscribed 
as his executors might direct in future, 
to be controlled Dy future deaths in the 
family. He explained that his purpose 
was to secure a monument for himself 
and at the same time the shaft could be 
used as a central monument for the lot. 
with appropriate thheadstones for others 
there interred. 

He bequeathed toe his fatner and mother, 
T. Spalaing and Mrs. C. R. 
Spalding, each the sum of $2,500, stipulat- 
ing that in the event either should die 
before the will went into effect, the whole 
amount should go to the survivor. If 
botn died before the will became effective, 
then one-half of the $5.000 should ladse | 
and go to the residuary legatees, the other 
half to be divided equally between his 
brothers, Albert T, William T. and John 
S. Spalding, and his sisters, Louise and 
Daisy, or their heirs, per stirpe. To his 
brother, William T. Spalding. he left 
$1,000, and to his brothers and sisters, Al- 
bert T., John S., Louise and Daisy, he 
gave $250 each. In case of their death. 
or the death of any of them, their shares 
go to their heirs. The sums thus be- 
queathed were in addition to the contin- 
gent legacies provided in the first part of 
the will. 

Property in Trust. 

Mr. Spalding directed that all the rest 
of tne residue of his property go to his 
executors in trust for his wife. and two 
children, Hilliard and Van, the property 
to be Kept together until his son, Hilliard, 
reached the age of 25, if he should live 
so long, and if not, until the date arrived 
when he would have been 2%, if nis davgh- 
ter, Van, lfved that long. At the time 
thus fixed the executors are to divide the 
property equally between the widow -and 
the two children, but if one of the chil- 
dren be dead at tnat time, his or her 
share is to go to that child’s heirs, if any, 
and if not, then to the surviving child. 
If both children die then their shares go 
to their father’s heirs, under the statues 
of distribution of the laws of the state. 
If the widow should die before the time 
for distribution arrives. her share wil! 
go to his children or to their heirs, If any, 
per stirpe, or to his heirs. 

While the property is vested in the exec- 
utors in trust and until the division and 
distribution of the estate, the net income 
from the property is to be applied to the 
support and maintenance of the widow 
and children as befits their station tn life. 
but not in extravagant manner. If the 
income is not sufficient fcr this purpose. 
the body of the property may, in the dic- 
cretion of the executors. be encroached 
upon. The trustees and executors are 


vested with full power to sell, mortenage 
and otherwise manage the property. They 
are authorized to change any investment 
and reduce the realty and personalty to 
casn without the necessity of an order of 
court. 

The will was filed by Attorneys Smith, 
Hammond & Smith.

THE FIRST DEACONESS 
MAY BE FROM ATLANTA 


T THE general conference of. the 
Methodist Episcopal church now in 
session at Dallas, Tex., a resolution 
was passed the other day creating the 
order of deaconesses in the churches 
throughout the country. This will create 
an innovation in the Methodist church, 
as the order has hitherto been unknown 
to any Protestant denomination.  ~ 
The duty of a deaconess wil] be much 
the same as that hitherto carried on by 
the various lady missionaries of the 
church in the vyartous cities through- 
out the country. But in order 
to qualify for a  deaconess it 


will be necessary for the  appli- 
cant to undertake a regular course of 
study and to pass through a rigid exam- 
ination before the governing board of the 
church to which the applicant belongs. 

In this connection it was stated yester- 
day that Atlanta would be one of the first 
cities to have a deaconess appointed, and 
that the appointee would probably be Mrs. 
Mary M. Evans, Of 61 Crew street, at 
present the city missionary of the Meth- 
odist missionary board, 

Mrs. Mattie Milam, president of the 
board, stated yesterday to a Constitution 
reporter that she did not know to whom 
the appointment would go as, in com- 
pliance with the resolution passed by the 
Dallas conference, it would be necessary 
to have the person appointed to the po- 
sition of deaconess pass through the pre- 
scribed studies and to pass the exami- 
nation as provided for by the conference. 

“The work that will fall upon who- 
ever is appointed,’’ said Mrs. Milam,

New York, May 27.—The cotton market 
wpered easy and unchanged to 3 points lower 
under scattering sales by the room contingent 
and absence of liberal speculative support from 
the commission house contingent. The Liver- 
fool cables were disappointing and the crop 
reports from private sources were generally 
favorable. Immediately after the call the 
whole market took a turn for the better on a 
small scare of shorts and buying for European 
@ccount, started by claims that boll weevil 
were injuring the cotton plant in portions of 
the western belt. But this support’ soon fell 
off to a straggling, indifferent volume, the 
liet*clowly lost the advance and later became 
weak in response to a decline in Liverpool 
and New Orleans. Toward midday the market 
railied again on covering, only ‘to once more 
ecll off in the absence of substantial public 
buying. The bear faction counted upon a 
very favorable government report to offsct the 
abnormally light movement of the old crop 
and the strong statistical position generally. 
Boon after midday the weekly government re- 
port made its appearance and indicated gen- 
erally favorable conditions, except. that sorme 
fields were grassy and the plant was euffering 
to some extent from lice and boll weevil in 
Texas, Oklahoma and Alabama. On this show- 
ing the market stiffened up. sharply and at 
the close ruled quiet and steady, gwith prices 
net unchanged to 2 points higher.* The shorts 
feared that Liverpool will tomorrow place a 
bullish construcion upon the government re- 
port and will send buying orders to representa- 
tives here.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, May 27.—The weather. bureau’s 
— summary of crop conditions is as fol- 
Ows: e 

The week ending May 26 was one of highly 
fevorable temperature conditions in al] dis- 
tricts east of the Rocky mountains, with 
abundant rain fall over the greater portion 
of the central valleys, lake region and middle 
Atlantic states. Drouth conditions in the Ohio 
valley have been effectually relieved, except 
in southern IjMnois, and while partiaily broken 
over the greater part of the middie and south 
Atlantic states, more rain was needed at the 
close of the week in those districts. Rain 
is much needed in Tennessee, over the northern 
portions of Miesissippi and Alabama and in 
eentral and southern Fiorida. Excessively 
heavy rains retarded work and caused some 
damage, washing and overflowing in the lake 
region in the states of the Ohio and lower Mis- 
sour! valleys. 

©On the Pacific coast the first part of the 
week was too cold in Washington and Oregon, 
but more favorable conditions prevailed dur- 
ing the latter part. In California, with the 
exception of drying winds, the week, though 
cooler than usual, was generally favorable. 

Heavy rains have interrupted corn planting 
over excessive areas in the Missouri, upper 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys and lake region 
in portions, where districts much replanting 
will be necessary as a result of overflowel 
and washed lands. The early planting has 
made good growth throughout the central val- 
leys, but is suffering for cultivation in the 
lower Missouri valley. In the southern states 
the crop has made good progress and much 
of the early planted has been laid by. 

An improvement in the condition of winter 
wheat is reported from Nebraska, Kansas, 
portions of Illinois and in Indiana. Michl- 
gan and Wisqpnsin, and the crop continues in 
fine condition in Missouri, except in a few 
southwestern counties. The reports from 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, the middle south 
Atlantic and coast gulf states show that. the 
crop is heading low and indicate very light 
yields, Harvesting continues in Texas and wil!l 
scon begin in Arkansas, Oklahoma and south- 
ern Kansas. On the Pacific coast the outlook 
continues favorable, except in southern Cali- 
fornia. The crop is, however, reported as un- 
usually weedy in Oregon. In California winter 
wheat is ripening ‘rapidly and harvest will 


goon begin in the San Joaquin valley. 


Early spring wheat has made vigorous 
growth, and that later sown is coming up 
well. Seeding is practically finished. 

In the middle, south Atlantic and east gulf 
states, and portions of the Ohio valley, the out- 
look for oats is not promising, but more favor- 
able conditions are reported from the Mie- 
souri and upper Mississippi valleys and _ the 
lake region. Harvesting is in progress in the 
central and west gulf states. 

But few adverse reports respecting cotton 
are received. In portions of Texas, Oklahoma 
and Alabama the crop ie getting grassy, and 
boll weevil are increasing and lice appearing 
in southern Texas. Generally throughout 
cotton belt, however, flelds are clean and the 


forming throughout the southern portion. 

Recent rains in the Ohjo valley, 
and the middle Atlantic states have put the 
soil in favorable condition for transplanting 
tobacco, which work is well advanced in these 
districts. In the Carolinas stands are irregu- 
lar and insects are destructive. Plants are 
generally plentiful, except in central and east- 
ern Kentucky, but are overgrown in portions 
of Virginia and Tennessee. 

Orchards have sustained some damage by 
local storms in the Chio valley, and on the 
whole the general fruit outlook is less encour- 
aging than carlier in the season. Peaches are 
dropping extensively in the middle and south 
Atlantic states. : 

A very general improvement in grass is 
reported from the central valleys, but the crop 
in New England and the middle Atlantic 
estates continues backward.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 27.—FEurope declined under 
the offerings: by arbitrage brokers, who are 
transferring their interest from this to that 
market. Upward of 15,000 bales were bought 
here during the first hour for that account, 
which absorbed the heavy offerings for liquida- 
tion and short eelling on the expected good 
crop report. At one time this pressure had 
created quite a weak tone, which, however, 
was quickly recovered on the rather disap- 
pointing tenor of the report and the light re- 
ceipts. A better demand for epots at a sharp 
premium ‘is reported from many interior towns 
and is reflected here. This demand is the real 
reason for the daily demand from arbitrage 
brokers for foreign accofint, which is gradu- 
ally absorbing a large portion of the dis- 
couraged bull account. With these receipts 
the visible supply should show a decrease at 
the end of the week. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 27.—Developments in the 
cotton market during the early session were 
quite unimportant. In the absence of anything 
of moment speculation was on a small scale 
pending the weekly crop report. Prices eased 
off 2 to 3 pointa in the early market, but 
a reaction of 4 to 6 points shortly follewed 
on buying by straddilers. A recovery followed 
on the weekly crop report, which showed eome 
poor spots. The weather map showed rain 
at Memphis, Oklahoma, Fort Smith, Savannah, 
Charleston and Little Rock. Bol weevil in 
Texas were again reported, and there was 
also talk of grass and weeds in a good many 
joealities. On the whole complaints as to the 
crop are few and far between, but it is being 
borne in mind that we have witnessed most 
brilliant crop prospects completely changed 
by August developments. Receipts are so 
small as to embolden some friends of cotton, 
and they rely largely on this making itself felt 
before new cotton begins to move.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 27.—Today’s stock market 
was an irreguiar drift over a fractional range, 
for the most part below yesterday's closing 
level. There were a few exceptions among 
minor stocks. 
sin Central stocks continued, accompanied by 
rumors of buying for control. There was an 


upward movement in Sugar when the report. 


reached Wall street of a conference of sena- 
tors to attempt an agreement upon Cuban 
reciprocity, but the stock dropped back when 
the conference adjourned without action. An 
advance of nearly 2 points in American Lo- 
comotive seemed a supplement to that of yes- 
terday in the car stocks. Pressed Stee] Car 
reacted sharply over 3 points on the emphatic 
denial of yesterday’s rumors of a merger with 
the American Car Company. Canadian Pacific 
continued by far the most active stock fm the 
liet. It reacted sharply 2% in the first few 
minutes of trading, but was rallied by ar- 
bitrage buying from Canadian centers, where 
the absorption of the stock continued at figures 
above the New York level. The reaction was 
considered @ result of the speculation which 
has followed the advance, but the conviction 
remains in Wall street that important develop- 
ments are pending in the property. The ab- 
sence of developments in the coal strike situa- 
tion did not prevent the repressive influence 
exercised by the strike, which is emphasized 
by the increasing scarcity of coal and the grow- 
ing effect on other industries. The govern- 
ment’s weekly crop bulletin may hawe had 
some unfavorable effect because of the delay 
to seeding of the corn crop report. A batch 
of favorable rajlroad earnings, including the 
net showing for"April of a number of important 
systems, and good increases in gross earning? 
for the third week in May of others, was with- 
out apparent effect on the market. The money 
market has grown fo easy at or below 3 per 
cent for call loans as to have lost importance 
as a factor. But while the money rate shows 
an easy condition it may easily be that con- 
sideration of the money situation present and 
prospective has an influence against the policy 
of present large borrowing for speculative pur- 
poses. Opinion is by no means agreed in Wall 
street as to the effect upon this market of a 
declaration of peace in South Africa. The 
emall effect produced here in contrast with 
the speculative activity abroad by the current 
rumors of peace awakened conjecture here. 
Of course there is the possibility of a mis- 
carriage of the negotiations, but there is also 
a possibility that the activity in speculation 
and investment aroused by the end of the South 
African war will be diverted into foreign se- 
curities, shaken down as they have been by 
a long period of liquidation following indus- 
trial depression. An awakening of speculative 
and industrial activity abroad would be likely 
to lead to the withdrawal of large amounts 
of foreign capital now placed in New York 
in bankers’ loans. The effect could hardly be 
salutary upon American financial affairs.

COLD wave just when the merry 
A month of May is about to surrender 

the hour giass of time to the 
scorching month of June! And it is not 
a wave from an ice wagon, either. 

Just when the housewife had packed 
away all the winter duds in balls of 
camphor, and the linen duster, the palm 
leaf fan and the Panama were preparing 
for a summer excursion, here comes a 
genuine cold wave, tumbling the mercury 
down into the fifties.

Christian Association, Gulf states division: 
Wesleyan Alumnae Association, Atlanta

Speaking of 
the action of the conference in their lib- 
eral donations for southern education, 
Mrs. Black in her address sdid: 

“The words have’ been spoken, ‘Let 
there be light,’ and already I see the 
rays’ shining, for I know of _ several 
schools that will probably be on the lt. 
I do not believe we can do a better deed 
than to make the attempt in the associa- 
tions represented here to secure from our 
members donations toward the $50 
scholarships. 

“Let us think well and advisedly over 
this subject, and while we are enjoying 
the needed rest of the summer months 
let us each, as individuals, see if we 
cannot set aside say $1, $2, $5, $10, and 
from as many of the twenty-six organiza- 
tions as possible let us put these indi- 
vidual amounts together and have one 
or more ‘City Federation’ scholarships 
to which we will have the privilege of 
nominating the girl or boy most deserv- 
ing of a teacher's full equipment. 

“It was interesting to me to note also 
that Georgia seems to be unique ifn the 
Southern staces for the organization of 
her women into clubs and into federations 
of clubs. Her influence is recognized and 
respected, and there is a desire to emu- 
late the delightful cooperation which 
manifests itself whenever we find a good 
thing and proceed at once to share it 
with our sister clubs. There is a wonder- 
ful movement in motion toward a grand 
educational illumination, and we, as 
Georgia women, are in the forward ranks 
and the rays are breaking in a grand 
incandescent glory over and around us 
which will forever disperse the gloom 
of ignorance and prejudice. We have only 
to lift up our heads and see ‘the King 
of Glory come in!’

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Per Diem Now Assured. 
New York, May 27.—The necesary 


agreements to the plan of the American 
Railway Association for establishing per 
diem charges for freight cars while 
use elsewhere than on their home roads 


in 


have been received at the headquarters of 


the association in this city. The approval 


of the majority of the members of the 
association owning or controlling two- 
thirds of the freight cars was made a 
condition of the plan when it was adopt- 
ed April 24, and today Secretary Allen 
sent out notices to all members that there 
was not no obstacle and the new plan 
therefore would go into effect July 1, 
the date fixed in the new rule. The 
agreements pledge the members to ad- 
here to the per diem plan for a year. 
By imposing a charge of 20 cents for 
every twenty-four hours after the car is 
off its home road and in use orn another, 
instead of a charge of six-tenths of a 
cent per mile run, the present rate, it is 
expected that this portion of railroad ac- 
counting will be revolutionized and order 
and accuracy established. There are 
about 1,500,000 freight cars owned by. 
members of the American Railway Asso- 
ciatton and the gross amount of exchange 
rate under the new per diem plan would 
be $300,000 a day if all were affected. It 
is estimated that about 6 per cent of the 
freight cars remain on ‘their home roads.
